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S ources have informed the Bay Area 
Reporter that openly gay San Fran¬ 
cisco police officer Joe Bannon was 
the investigating officer associated 
with the Sunday, August 4 raid on the 
Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC) by the state 
Bureau of Narcotic Enforcement. 

Additionally, Steve Telliano, press secre¬ 
tary for the state Attorney General’s Office 
that oversees the Bureau of Narcotic En¬ 
forcement, told the B.A.R. that the state in¬ 
vestigation started in May and that San 
Francisco police have always been involved 
in the Buyers Club investigation. 

“We worked with San Francisco police 
all the way through this,” Telliano said. 

“They started it. Our role started at the end 
of May.” 

Initially, Telliano told reporters that the 
role of local police was only to provide traf¬ 
fic control during the raid. 

The Buyers Club sells marijuana for med¬ 
ical use by people with AIDS and other life- 
threatening illnesses. A San Francisco judge 
ordered the club shut down on Monday.

A series of early morning raids Sun¬ 
day, August 4 was the precursor to a 
Monday injunction to close the San 
Francisco Cannabis Buyers Club 
(CBC), an organization that pro¬ 
vides medical marijuana to 11,000 people 
with illnesses including AIDS and cancer. 

Officers with the state’s Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotics Enforcement, under the direction of 
Attorney General Dan Lungren, broke down 
the doors of the CBC’s 1444 Market Street 
headquarters at 7:30 a.m. Sunday. Officers 
ransacked and confiscated private medical 
files, which were kept under lock and key in 
accordance with state law requiring that 
medical records be kept confidential. 

Over 40 pounds of marijuana, pot 
brownies, scales, and over $50,000 in cash 
were also seized. 

Surveying the wreckage of the club on 
Sunday afternoon, CBC staff member John 
Entwhistle emphasized that the first order 
of business would be to reassure shaken 
club members. “We’re going to clean up, 
and there will be no shenanigans,” he said. 
“We will open for business to the extent 
possible, to do the job for the people who 
need it.” 

Simultaneously with the action at the 
CBC headquarters, the homes of five peo¬ 
ple associated with the club were also raid¬ 
ed and searched, including those of CBC 
Director Beth Moore and CBC founder 
Dennis Peron. Some 100 officers, many car¬ 
rying automatic weapons and wearing body 
armor and rubber gloves, took part in the 
raids. At one site, police seized a Chinese 
maple they believed to be a marijuana 
plant. All those detained were released, 
some after several hours of questioning; no 
arrests were made. 

Vic Hernandez, a medical advisor for the 
CBC who was staying at Peron’s residence, 
said he was rousted nude from his bed at 
gunpoint, handcuffed, and interrogated for 
three hours. When Hernandez asked to see 
a search warrant, he was allegedly asked, 
“What are you, an attorney?” 

The police also questioned several men

Prostitution task force 
report calls for 
decriminalization 

Any law change would be long time coming

T he city’s Task Force on Pros¬ 
titution released its final re¬ 
port Thursday, August 1 
amid criticism from some about 
its long term objective of decrim¬ 
inalizing the “world’s oldest pro¬ 
fession.” Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano and task force member Judith 
Cohen stressed, however, that any 
move to make prostitution legal 
would be a long time coming. 

“Most of these recommenda¬ 
tions addressed are a very long¬ 
term process,” Ammiano said. 
“Part of that is a recommendation 
to decriminalize prostitution— 
but before that, certain other 
goals would have to be in place.” 

Members of the task force, 
who held a press conference last 
week to release the 50-page re¬ 
port, defended its recommenda¬ 
tions against charges from some 
that the 28-member body was 
stacked with people who favored 
decriminalization of prostitution. 

“This has given people in the 
sex industry a voice,” retorted task 
force member and supervisoral 
candidate Margo St. James. “If we 
were having a conference on 
racism, would we exclude people 
of color?” 

The task force began studying 
the issue a year and a half ago at 
the request of District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan, who was then a 
supervisor. Members came from 
a variety of backgrounds, and 
represented sex workers, civil 
rights, law enforcement, public 
health, and neighborhood advo¬ 
cacy organizations. 

Six members representing 
neighborhoods and businesses 
quit the task force in 1995. 

Cohen, the task force member 
who chaired last week’s news con¬ 
ference, acknowledged that devel¬ 
oping the final report was a diffi¬ 
cult process. 

“There were 28 of us,” said 
Cohen, who works at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco. 
“We worked very hard and had a 
lot of disagreement.” 


People, not criminals 

Among its findings, the report 
calls for: 

• abolishing all laws specifical¬ 
ly related to prostitution; 

• directing police to vigorously 
pursue crimes committed against 
prostitutes; 

• increasing funding for shelter 
and substance abuse programs; 
and 

• transferring licensing author¬ 
ity for massage parlors from the 
police department’s vice division 
to other city agencies. 

Ammiano said he found the 
recommendations to be “a very 
worthy goal” that would treat 
people in the sex industry “as 
people, not as criminals.” 

Last week, task force members 
hailed the report as a major de¬ 
velopment. 

“This is the first time a report 
has been issued to a local govern¬ 
ment, it’s a breakthrough,” said 
Rachel West of U.S. Prostitutes 
Collective. 

She added that the issue of po¬ 
lice harassment against sex work¬ 
ers was also addressed in the re¬ 
port. 

Gloria Lockett, executive di¬ 
rector of the Oakland-based 
AIDS/drug abuse education and 
prevention agency Cal-Pep, said 


she’s a former prostitute who’s 
been arrested “many times” in San 
Francisco and added “it’s totally 
unfair” how people from the 
streets are treated when they’re 
arrested. 

Lieutenant Joe Dutto, who 
heads the police department’s 
vice crimes division, served in an 
advisory capacity to the task 
force. Last week he said he doesn’t 
agree that decriminalization will 
solve all the problems related to 
prostitution. 

St. James told the news confer¬ 
ence that 90 to 95 percent of po¬ 
lice officers favor decriminaliza¬ 
tion because they see it as unen¬ 
forceable. 

Male sex workers, too 

Vic St. Blaise, a male sex work¬ 
er, said he was glad to have served 
on the task force. 

“It shows a different face to sex 
workers,” St. Blaise said. “I don’t 
see many people being harmed by 
prostitution, except prostitutes.” 

Father River Sims, a former 
sex worker who now does out¬ 
reach in the Polk Street area, 
maintained police don’t see pros¬ 
titutes as human beings. 

“I hope the report will do 
something about that,” Sims said. 
“I’d rather see tax dollars fighting 
crime.” ▼

r. Gary A. Parkison, the gay 
I Concord doctor who was 
arrested in June for alleged¬ 
ly masterminding a bizarre mur- 
der-for-hire plot, has since tried to 
have two people killed from his 
Martinez Detention Center jail 
cell, authorities said last week. 

Contra Costa County prosecu¬ 
tors charged Parkison with three 
additional counts of solicitation 
for murder Wednesday, July 31, 
after they discovered he had so¬ 
licited the murder of a material 
witness in the case against him, 
according to Deputy Contra 
Costa County District Attorney 
Larry Barnes, and for allegedly 
trying to arrange the murder of 
his ex-boyfriend - again. 

A friend who was caring for 
Parkison’s residence and dogs no¬ 
tified authorities that he had 
asked her, and a friend of her 
son’s, to carry out the killings. 

Parkison was in custody at the 
time, on charges that he paid an 
undercover Concord detective 
$5,000 to kill his ex-lover, Jim 
Swan. He faces a potential life sen¬ 
tence on those charges, plus an 
additional 27 years if convicted on 
the additional charges. 

Painful 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Bay Area Reporter, the friend 
said that she loved the gay prima¬ 
ry care physician “very much,” but 
had no choice but to turn him in. 

“It’s been very painful. I love 
Dr. Parkison. I love him to death. 
But he knew better than to ask 
me. I had to tell the police,” she 
said. 

“I just had to.” 

The woman, who asked that 
her identity be withheld, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Parkison 
had asked her son’s friend and 
herself, both in a letter and in

phone calls from jail, for assis¬ 
tance in killing massage therapist 
Vickie Ramsey. She also said Park¬ 
ison told her son’s friend in jail- 
house phone calls that he still 
wanted to “get rid of” Swan. 

Ramsey is a material witness in 
the case because she contacted au¬ 
thorities earlier this year about 
Parkison’s initial threats against 
Swan, and her complaint led to 
the charges filed against him. 

According to lead arson inves¬ 
tigator Dave Valentine of the Con¬ 
tra Costa Fire District, Parkison 
discussed various methods of 
murder in the ten days before the 
woman contacted police, includ¬ 
ing the possibility of a car bomb. 

“She is just a very honest 
woman. Her problem was that she 
felt she was basically being forced 
to lie and that bothered her,” 
Valentine said. 

Intent 

Parkison and accomplice 
Michael Merrill were arrested on 
the murder-for-hire charges in 
the parking lot of a Concord 
shopping mall in June, moments 
after police videotaped Parkison 
being shown a faked photo of

cotics division, has said that one 
city police officer was involved in 
the investigation of the CBC. 
However, Corrales said that while 
he was aware of the investigation, 
he did not know of the details. 

Local officials said this week 
that they were unaware of the in¬ 
vestigation of the CBC. 

“I did get calls from the police 
officers’ association that they had 
nothing to do with it,” Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano told the 
B.A.R., adding that the state de¬ 
cided to go ahead with the raid 
after federal officials “jumped 
ship.” 

According to reports, the fed¬ 
eral Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration was contacted and turned 
the matter over to the state Bu¬ 
reau of Narcotic Enforcement 
after the city and U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice declined to inter¬ 
vene. 

Ammiano and District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan said the in¬ 
vestigation into the CBC started 


a couple of years ago when then- 
Police Chief Anthony Ribera 
went around former District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith - who, like 
Hallinan, gave low priority to 
prosecuting medical marijuana 
cases. 

David Millstein, Chief Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney, responded 
to questions at a Monday, August 
5 news conference about local 
law enforcement’s involvement in 
the raid. Hallinan said that Police 
Chief Fred Lau was not informed 
of the raid until about 7 a.m. 
Sunday, and repeated the claim 
that local police were used only 
to control traffic. 

However, Millstein was asked 
about the involvement of Cor¬ 
rales in the investigation. 

“If any law enforcement offi¬ 
cer were involved without the 
knowledge of the Chief of Police, 
or the chief law enforcement of¬ 
ficer, or the Mayor, I’d think 
that’s something that could be 
very serious,” Millstein said at the 
news conference. 

Bannon and Corrales have 
taken time off since the raid, and 
were unavailable for comments. ▼ 


Swan’s supposedly strangled 
corpse, and then paying an un¬ 
dercover Concord detective the 
second of two $2,500 payments 
for Swan’s death. 

Swan cooperated with police 
in arranging the faked photo¬ 
graph, and investigators say police 
gave Parkison several chances to 
back out of the alleged solicita- 
tion-for-murder but said he was 
intent on having Swan murdered. 

Parkison ordered the hit, ac¬ 
cording to investigators, for al¬ 
most half a million dollars in life 
insurance proceeds, and because 
he was afraid Swan would link 
him to an arson fire in a Concord 
area office complex. 

Barnes and Parkison’s attorney 
Daniel Cook, a lawyer with the 
county Public Defender’s office, 
declined to comment on the case. 
No trial date has been set. 

Parkison, who told the Bay 
Area Reporter in an exclusive in¬ 
terview that he suffers from AIDS, 
is in a medical section of the Mar¬ 
tinez Detention Center. His recre¬ 
ational phone privileges have 
been restricted since the amend¬ 
ed complaint. ▼

Statewide gay anti-smoking summit soon 

Deadline nears for 
anti-smoking grants 
targeting gay Asians

T he American tobacco indus¬ 
try has taken the heat in the 
media and in Congress for 
allegedly engaging in decades of 
manipulating the nicotine levels 
of their products, of concealing 
the dangers of smoking, and of 
deliberately targeting minors in 
its promotional and advertising 
strategies. 

Although given lesser media 
attention, there has also been a 
growing concern that tobacco 
companies have exerted pro-to¬ 
bacco influences in the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
communities. Cigarette ads 
specifically targeted at members 
of these communities have in¬ 
creasingly appeared in gay pub¬ 
lications and on billboards in 
predominantly gay neighbor¬ 
hoods. Community leaders also 
say that tobacco companies 
court queer patronage for their 
products indirectly, through 
sponsorship of community 
events, including AIDS pro¬ 
grams and fundraisers. 

The San Francisco-based Asian 
& Pacific Islander Tobacco Educa¬ 
tion Network is trying to counter 
the cigarette marketing to the 
community. APITEN has an¬ 
nounced it will provide mini¬ 
grants of up to $5,000 to fund to¬ 
bacco prevention projects target¬ 


ing API gays and lesbians. Projects 
being sought include those that 
promote tobacco prevention and 
counteract pro-tobacco influences 
or advertising among community 
members. Grant application 
deadlines are August 15 and Oc¬ 
tober 15,1996. 

Also, in what is considered to 
be the first of its kind in Califor¬ 
nia and perhaps in the nation, a 
conference to discuss the preven¬ 
tion of tobacco and alcohol prob¬ 
lems in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender communities is 
being planned for the fall in San 
Francisco. 

The conference is spearhead¬ 
ed by the Coalition of Lavender- 
Americans on Smoking and 
Health (CLASH), an organization 
of tobacco control advocates pro¬ 
moting awareness of tobacco-re¬ 
lated problems within the LGBT 
community. Together with the 
Pacific Research and Training Al¬ 
liance (PRTA) and Stepping 
Stone of San Diego, CLASH has 
been awarded a federal grant 
from the Center for Substance 
Abuse Prevention (CSEP) to con¬ 
vene the statewide conference at 
The Clarion Hotel on October 3 
and 4, 1996. PRTA is an agency 
providing custom quality train¬ 
ing to promote availability and 
accessibility of alcohol and drug 
services to the gay community 
and disabled persons. Stepping 
Stone provides LGBT-specific 


prevention and alcohol treatment 
services. 

“This is the first time, to our 
knowledge, that the federal gov¬ 
ernment has recognized the need 
for a forum for members of the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community to discuss 
ways to prevent the tobacco and 
alcohol problem,” said Len Casey, 
CLASH president. “We are excit¬ 
ed about this opportunity and 
plan to hold a diverse and dy¬ 
namic conference.” According to 
Casey, research indicates that 
smoking rates are higher in the 
LGBT community than in the 
general population. The confer¬ 
ence hopes to explore strategies 
that can best address the high 
smoking prevalence, as well as the 
prevention needs of the LBGT 
community. 

The theme of the conference, 
“Alive with Pleasure,” is a take-off 
of an ad put out by a major to¬ 
bacco company. Leaders in health, 
social sciences, public health, to¬ 
bacco and alcohol prevention, 
HIV/AIDS public policy, media 
advocacy, and community advo¬ 
cacy are expected to attend. T

T hree ACT UP/San Francisco 
members were arrested Fri¬ 
day, August 2 at Davies Med¬ 
ical Center, after ten members of 
the controversial AIDS activist 
group defiantly arrived to hold a 
monthly meeting that Davies offi¬ 
cials had already canceled.

With the frequency card, 
customers can take advantage of a two-for-one offer on movie 
rentals every Wednesday through December 25, Blockbuster rep¬ 
resentatives said. The company is also underwriting all costs asso¬ 
ciated with the program. 

The entire $3 from the sale of frequency cards will go into the 
fund for Project Open Hand and St. Anthony Foundation. 

“We want to be the catalyst for an effort to collect $30,000 to be 
divided evenly between St. Anthony’s and Project Open Hand, so 
we’ve developed a 'good neighbor program’ that will provide some¬ 
thing of value to both our members and these two not-for-profit 
organizations,” said Blockbuster’s Frank Billman. Y 


lent protest last night was in retal¬ 
iation for denying them future use 
of the Gazebo,” Monardo said. 

Members of the activist group 
were in a widely publicized brawl 
with other AIDS activists and 
their supporters at Davies in 
March, when they disrupted a 
panel presentation on AIDS drug 
treatments AIDS physicians were 
giving at the site. 

“They criticize our direct ac¬ 
tion disruptions of other forums 
by saying, ‘Hold your own meet¬ 
ings,’ then subsequently deny us 
the ability to do so,” said ACT 
UP/San Francisco activist Medea 
Lopez. “This is war.” 

Harassment and abuse 

Davies Medical Center took 
the action, according to Monardo, 
because “for several weeks now” 
members of the facility’s staff 
have been subjected to verbal ha¬ 
rassment and abuse. 

Monardo added that although 
other groups are welcome to use 
the medical center’s facilities, ACT 
UP/SF isn’t. 

“We do not now and will not 
in the future have a relationship 
with ACT UP/San Francisco,” he 
said. 

The incident is the latest con¬

action tactics of the group, which 
opposes anti-retroviral therapies 
like AZT and touts the topical use 
of the photo chemical DNCB as a 
non-toxic immune response 
booster. 

Most recently, during the In¬ 
ternational AIDS Conference in 
Vancouver, members threw blood 
on physicians at a panel, and 
Bellefountaine got into a public 
fist fight with another AIDS ac¬ 
tivist. Several other ACT UP chap¬ 
ters, including ACT UP/DC, ACT 
UP/New York, and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, have distanced 
themselves from the group and 
have questioned its right to use 
the ACT UP name. 

Earlier this year, after the 
March incident at Davies, Project 
Inform Executive Director Ben 
Carlson organized an invitation- 
only - but poorly attended - 
meeting of police and prosecuto¬ 
rial, local government, civic, and 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community leaders to dis¬ 
cuss the group and its tactics. 

Citing constitutional and ethi¬ 
cal issues about the closed meet¬ 
ing - at which working reporters 
were specifically banned, and 
members of ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco were not invited to speak - 
the Bay Area Reporter declined to 
participate. ▼ 
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Lungren blows smoke 


W% arely are cliches so perfectly illustrat- 
< ed as by Attorney General Dan Lun- 
1 H gren and his raid of the San Francis¬ 
co Cannabis Buyers Club this week. Lun¬ 
gren turned his back on the serious drug 
problems of our time - methampheta- 
mines, for instance, and heroin - to focus 
on a club that sells joints and brownies to 
sick people. That is the perfect illustration 
of the banality of evil. 

Lungren has a long history of such atroc¬ 
ities: just before the president’s AIDS com¬ 
mission came to town he announced that 
his office would shut down needle exchange 
programs that reduce the spread of HIV in 
the state. Despite overwhelming evidence 
that those programs cut the AIDS rate with¬ 
out raising the addiction rate, he has spo¬ 
radically followed through on that threat. It 
has become increasingly evident he is un¬ 
able to restrain his galloping megalomania 
and misguided sense of morality, even when 
they are at odds with common sense and 
life-and-death issues of compassion. 

Marijuana is a subject more frequently 
spoken about than studied, and after 60 
years of its prohibition there is still precious 
little that can be stated unequivocally about 
its medical properties. That is particularly 
true in this country, where anything that 
supports its medical use is suppressed, de¬ 
nied, mocked, and dismissed as biased by 
the nation’s vast drug confiscation indus¬ 
try. (The same is true of the needle ex¬ 
change studies, of course.) All of which 
makes it possible for the terrible, unwork¬ 
able, criminal-ridden status quo to contin¬ 
ue - the medicine is denied to the sick; the 
. illegal black market flourishes; the job se¬ 
curity of Lungren and other latter-day El¬ 
liot Nesses is assured; the dependence upon 
pharmaceutical substitutes escalates; 
money changes hands, profits are made on 
the suffering of the unfortunate patients, 
and all except the sick and dying seem sat¬ 
isfied. 

Well, it’s time for it to change. 

One of Lungren’s complaints about the 
club, we hear, was that its procedures were 
too lax, and the grass wasn’t being dis¬ 
pensed with rigorous pharmacy-like con¬ 
trols. However, the ballot measure that 
would allow more conventional pharma¬ 
cies to stock medical cannabis - Proposi¬ 
tion 215 - is also opposed tooth-and-nail 


by Lungren and his allies. They cannot have 
it both ways. But they try. 

The needs of people with AIDS and 
cancer may be beyond the comprehension 
of the state attorney general, but not that 
of the average Californian, fortunately. The 
most recent polls on Proposition 215 
show voters support the concept * 
by a margin of nearly three to 
one. The raiding of the CBC is 
not about to change those ■ 
minds, which raises the question 
of what Lungren stands to gain by 
his action. 

Obviously he must know it will en 
dear him to many of the reac¬ 
tionaries now en route to the 
Republican convention in San 
Diego ... and there is the mat¬ 
ter of that vice-presidential 
nomination. We hear Lungren’s name slid 
off Dole’s short list of possible running 
mates some time ago, and this could be his 
last-ditch effort to slide back on. 

If that’s the case, we can probably ex¬ 
pect a no-holds-barred battle ahead. Lun¬ 
gren stoops to conquer, so watch for his al¬ 
most inevitable introduction of family 
values into this debate. Already the media 
have picked up references to “teenage 



boys” and shown video footage of children 
at the club, all carefully engineered to 
make some people overly suspicious and 
judgmental. But it’s a non-issue at worst, 
and an embarrassment to the state’s health 
policies at best: the reason for the teenage 
boys there is that teens have AIDS, in ever- 
increasing numbers! If that’s a surprise 
to Lungren it only shows how out of 
touch his is. 

And mothers of kids have AIDS. 
Lots and lots and lots of them. And 
we live in a country where adequate 
daycare is not provided for women 
who work to support their families, 
so it’s not altogether surpris¬ 
ing that there are no facilities 
in place for women with AIDS 
who have had to pick up their 
medicine at the Buyers Club. 
Any further discussion of whether toddlers 
belong there is ridiculous. Again, if people 
want the environment to be more like Wal- 
green’s, they can - and should - vote for 
Proposition 215. 

In any case, we would like to see every¬ 
one on all sides stop treating PWAs like 
pawns, and return to the quiet, necessary, 
business of getting medical marijuana into 
the hands of the patients who need it. T

Strike out on AIDS research

esearch on a drug that could offer ef¬ 
fective treatment and a margin of 
hope to millions world-wide with 
HIV has been botched. This drug is cheap, 
and it’s probably in your medicine cabinet. 
It is a well known immunomodulator. It is 
aspirin. 

In 1991, Search Alliance, a community 
based research group in Los Angeles an¬ 
nounced it would study the effects of as¬ 
pirin against HIV. Over a dozen physicians 
signed on to conduct a trial of one aspirin 
(325mg.) every other day in 600 test sub¬ 
jects. In the end, not a single subject was en¬ 
rolled, and the study was placed on the floor 
to gather dust. The designers of the protocol 
never consulted the AIDS research activist 
who originally suggested the study for his 
input. Thus a significantly flawed protocol 
ended with no study results and no scien¬ 
tific conclusions. 

Strike one. 

In 1992, the Community Research Ini¬ 
tiative on AIDS (CRIA) in New York an¬ 
nounced a study of four grams of aspirin 
(12 tablets) per day. Designed to study 50 
participants, only seven were enrolled; four 
in the placebo arm, three in the aspirin arm. 
After eight weeks on this high dose of as¬ 
pirin those on aspirin showed a 25% reduc¬ 
tion in viral load, and those on placebo ex¬ 
perienced an 85% increase in viral load. 


Thus, after less than two months, those on 
aspirin demonstrated a 60% change for the 
better compared with those on placebo. De¬ 
spite the dramatic difference in the results 
of the two study arms, this fascinating trial 
was abruptly canceled, well short of its an¬ 
nounced length. 

Press reports in POZ magazine and else¬ 
where stated that this CRIA study had 
been canceled due to negative side ef¬ 
fects. These unnamed side effects 
were not specifically explained in 
press accounts. Amazingly, the 60% 
improved change in viral load of the 
aspirin arm compared to the place¬ 
bo arm was not reported at all. 

I won’t call this a 
cover-up. I’ll just label it 
strike two. 

As a result of the in¬ 
complete reporting of the 
CRIA trial results, the usually reliable source 
for such information, Project Inform, 
passed on this misreported information to 
others in their publications. As profession¬ 
al as the people at Project Inform usually 
are, it seems odd that when provided with 
information about the side effects of this in¬ 
teresting trial, they completely forgot to in¬ 
quire about the “direct effects” that the pro¬ 
tocol was designed to determine. Thus mis¬ 
informed, people nationwide repeated the 
distorted results of this trial as truth. 

Strike three. 

After five years of what can only be de¬ 



scribed as incompetence in “community 
based research” in the study of aspirin and 
HIV disease, it is time for those who hon¬ 
estly care about finding a way to live longer 
with this disease to demand that the state 
and federal governments take action to test 
a drug that has shown effectiveness in re¬ 
ducing HIV production both in the test 
tube and in the human body. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the political leadership seems as lacking 
in this regard as the AIDS research leader¬ 
ship has been. Contrary institu¬ 
tional interests present too great 
an impediment to ever recog¬ 
nize that a penny pill, which for 
decades has been successfully 
used to treat auto-im¬ 
mune diseases such as 
arthritis, might be tested 
against another immune 
disease, HIV. 

Honest research studies are needed to 
define the parameters of the effect of what 
should be a safe and effective dose of aspirin 
in HIV disease; that is, one to two grams per 
day. (PWAs with low platelet count should 
not take aspirin; they should try trilisate, a 
silicylate drug very similar to aspirin that 
does not inhibit platelet aggregation.) 

As those still living with HIV wait for 
white knights in lab coats to provide us with 
a cure, unfortunately the ball game is over 
for so many who unknowingly waited pa¬ 
tiently for research that should have been 
conducted, but never was. ▼

Oral sex position 

We are grateful for the mention of our organiza¬ 
tion’s position statement on male/male oral-genital 
sex in I.A. Kisselman’s July 25,1996 article on oral sex. 
Unfortunately, our position was inadvertently mis- 
characterized in the article. 

Specifically, we are concerned about 
your statement that “the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association released a statement 
that oral sex is ‘safe’...” Our position has 
never been that oral sex is “safe.” Instead, 
we state that “the risk of HIV transmission 
in oral-genital sex between men has not 
yet been fully clarified or quantified. 

Most studies have not found a statisti¬ 
cally identifiable risk, yet apparently 
documented cases have been reported in 
the literature. Unprotected oral-genital sex (fellatio) 
should be considered a low risk (not a zero risk) prac¬ 
tice for HIV transmission.” 

Sexual expression is profoundly important. Our 
goal is to reduce risk overall - i.e., harm reduction. 
With this goal in mind, the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association asserts the following position: 

• Unprotected oral genital sex (fellatio) should be 
considered a low risk (not a zero risk) practice for 
HIV transmission. This risk may be further reduced 
by avoiding ejaculation in the mouth, and/or by using 
a condom. 

• Prevention education and counseling for gay 
men should focus explicitly on the primary route of 
HIV transmission, i.e., unprotected receptive anal in¬ 
tercourse (and to a lesser degree, unprotected in- 
sertive anal intercourse). Education that equivocates 
about the type of sex being discussed is confusing and 
potentially harmful because it implies that oral sex is 
equivalent in risk to anal sex. Pressing for a precau¬ 
tion which many find unacceptable, namely condom 
use during oral sex, may also be counterproductive. 

• All discussions regarding the risk of oral sex 
should include the clarification that it is in an entire¬ 
ly different risk category from unprotected receptive 
anal intercourse. 

• Any discussion of risk should affirm that each in¬ 
dividual himself needs to balance his sexual behavior 
so as to maximize fulfillment and minimize risk. Pre¬ 
vention education must consistently acknowledge 
and affirm the essential human importance of sexual 
intimacy for gay men. We must help men develop 
views that reflect their personal values about how to 
achieve that balance of risk and benefit. 

Thank you for allowing us the opportunity to clar¬ 
ify our position.

Don’t CCRI for me, Beth Elliott 

I’m glad to read that columnist Beth Elliott is plan¬ 
ning to vote against the so called “California Civil 
Rights Initiative” (“CCRI”). She’s correct in thinking 
that the CCRI would legitimize gender-based dis¬ 
crimination in employment. But I must disagree with 
the rest of her column. 

In criticizing the article I wrote for the Pride Day 
program, Elliott disputes the idea that the fate of af¬ 
firmative action has a direct impact on the fate of Les¬ 
bian Gay Bisexual Transgender civil rights. Elliott 
claims to believe that corporate America’s interest in 
diversity (motivated by the bottom line?) will over¬ 
ride the possibility of discrimination and that “cor¬ 
porations seek out the best and brightest regardless 
of... sexual orientation.” I’m not sure where Beth El¬ 
liott has been, but if sexual orientation isn’t a factor in 
hiring, then why is my phone ringing off the hook 
with people asking the Human Rights Commission 
to help combat discrimination they have suffered? 

By creating workplace and academic diversity, af¬ 
firmative action has made it possible to add sexual 
orientation to many anti-discrimination policies, to 
establish domestic partners benefits, and to allow 
LGBT people to be out on the job and to form stu¬ 
dent and employee groups that advocate for our 
rights. In addition, affirmative action helps the many 
women and people of color who are LGBT by ad¬ 
dressing the race and gender discrimination they face. 
If there is no connection between affirmative action 
and LGBT civil rights, why are the same peo¬ 
ple who financially backed Colorado’s 
| anti-gay Amendment 2 major contribu¬ 
tors to the CCRI campaign? And why are 
the same “special rights” arguments being 
used to oppose both LGBT civil rights 
and affirmative action? 

Elliott claims to “know for a fact that 
qualified women and minorities (sic) 

... have an equal opportunity to get... 
jobs and college admissions.” If Elliott’s 
right about the existence of equal opportunity, then 
why do white men hold over 95% of senior manage¬ 
ment positions when they comprise only 43% of the 
workforce? Why do women high school graduates 
earn less than men who are high school drop-outs? 
And why are twice as many students admitted to UC 
because their parents are alumni than because of af¬ 
firmative action programs? 

If we’re going to keep the rights we’ve won and 
succeed in our struggle to gain equality, we need af¬ 
firmative action to help make it happen.

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Queen v. Stud 

Thanks to Daniel Harris for his peek into the his¬ 
tory of men’s underwear (Loved the photos!). But 
where Harris sees a retreat from gay styles and a trend 
toward assimilation, I see something different: the as¬ 
cendancy of the Stud archetype in gay culture and his 
breakthrough into the mainstream. 

Gay male culture has always been ruled by two op¬ 
posing archetypes - the Queen, who survives and 
thrives on artistry, and the Stud, whose god-given 
beauty is all he needs. The Stud will be comfortable in 
loose, artless underwear because his body is its own 
unlimited source of sexual power. His manhood re¬ 
quires no support, neither in the psychological sense 
nor in the aesthetic sense; he doesn’t need line or 
color to direct or distract the eye. He can wear any¬ 
thing or nothing. 

The Queen, on the other hand, can’t help but use 
every available aesthetic device to supplement his 
beauty. Hence the multifariousness of elastic inven¬ 
tions Harris catalogs. Of course, none of us is all 
Queen or all Stud. But over three decades we’ve seen 
a slight increase in the potency of the Stud as a self 
image. 

The Stud is different from heterosexual arche¬ 
types, whose manhood is grounded, not in their 
beauty, but in things like social power, loyalty, or the 
power to attract sexual objects. That’s why the Stud 
is radical. His discovery by Calvin Klein as a market¬ 
ing tool started the revolution Harris describes. His 
big success in the marketplace is not a sign of gay as¬ 
similation, but of gay cultural power.

This drivel is real

I have just re-read Chad Jones’s review of a hot 
new play in “gay” theater, Party, also in the June 27 
issue. I’ll say up front that I have not seen Party, based 
partially on Mr. Jones’s review. Throughout the re¬ 
view he sprinkles phrases such as “The facts you will 
glean are not new,” “There really isn’t any plot to 
Party,” and “Though we see every bit of each of them, 
we still have no idea who they are.” There’s obviously 
an audience for this-type of show, I just don’t happen 
to be a member. If I want naked men and no plot, I’ll 
put in a videotape or go to an establishment that spe¬ 
cializes in that type of entertainment. 

As a gay theater patron, I have to ask: Haven’t we 
explored our sexuality in public enough? I mean re¬ 
ally, the nudity thing has been done to death, lately! 
As a gay actor, I applaud all efforts within our com¬ 
munity by writers, directors, and other actors in mak¬ 
ing gays and lesbians more visible, and I’d love to be 
a part of it; however, I want to keep my clothes on and 
with the new material coming out, the chance of that 
happening seems to be disappearing. 

The Boys in the Band is a look at the darker side in 
all gay men. When Crowley wrote the play in 1968, he 
wrote what he saw. How many of us, if were to be re¬ 
ally honest with ourselves, haven’t known - still know 
- an Emory. In our quest for “the one,” how often do 
we find ourselves in situations like Larry & Hank, the 
couple struggling with intimacy and boundary issues? 
How many of us, at one time or another, haven’t had 
Michael’s feeling as described by Harold of a homo¬ 
sexual who doesn’t want to be one? 

True, Boys is melodramatic, and Emory’s racist 
humor towards Bernard, the African-American char¬ 
acter, doesn’t play well in the politically correct ’90s, 
but it’s accepted and explained by Bernard. It’s an in¬ 
tegral part of the relationship between the two char¬ 
acters, who exit with a drunk Emory helping a drunk¬ 
er Bernard home. There is a moment that passes be¬ 
tween them and we know that these two characters 
have an incredibly deep bond of friendship. They are 
a glimpse of what is best in all of us. 

Boys in the Band was one of, if not the, first piece 
of entertainment released to middle America that was 
built around and examined the lives and interactions 
between gay men. Crowley’s characters are not so 
much stereotypes as they are archetypes of what we 
were, and what we still are, beneath the causes and 
crusades and activism. Michael’s line, If we could just 
learn not to hate ourselves quite so very much, is as 
true today as it was in 1968. 

Ms. Galore, this “drivel” is real. I wish that you and 
those that share your opinion would look at the teen 
suicide rate to see how real it is. 

Boys in the Band is not pretty, but it never sacri¬ 
fices its characters for jokes, and vice versa. The 
themes of this play are the historic foundations from 
which we have moved on. This play is our past, and 
it’s time we made peace with it.

People are animals, too 

On June 27 B.A.R. printed my letter regarding 
AIDS, polio research, and animal rights. I ended that 
letter by stating that animal rights activists do not 
have any less compassion for the suffering of people 
than we do for other species of animals. The editor, 
Mike Salinas, then responded by stating, Keep re¬ 
peating the last sentence until you believe it. We don’t. 

While I feel B.A.R. has a right to disagree on the 
ethical and scientific relevance of animal research, 
questioning the integrity of myself or other people 
involved in the animal rights community is absolute¬ 
ly without cause. What does the editor of B.A.R. know 
about members of the animal rights community? 

What I know of animal rights activists is that they 
are people with a great deal of compassion for ani¬ 
mals and people. It is precisely the fact that these folks 
have great empathy for others’ suffering (human or 
another species of animal) that they become involved 
in the animal rights movement. Almost all animal ac¬ 
tivists I know are involved in a variety of human 
rights causes as well, including women’s, children’s, 
minority and gay and lesbian rights. 

I personally came to the animal rights movement 
after working for human rights causes for years. For 
three years I was president of an active peace and so¬ 
cial justice organization. I have also sat on the board 
of directors of two environmental organizations, and 
am now currently working for the rights of animals. 

I have been involved with projects ranging from se¬ 
curing rights for indigenous peoples in Central Amer¬ 
ica, to hunger projects in the U.S. and abroad, to end¬ 
ing Norwegian whaling, to helping rebuild housing 
in depressed urban areas. 

And yes, I have also worked on behalf of people 
with AIDS. I have been a member of action AIDS 
(Philadelphia) for a number of years, and I organize 
groups of people to go to the organization’s fundrais¬ 
ers. (I also know many other animal advocates that 
are members of AIDS advocacy organizations, and I 
always run into countless animal activists at vegetar¬ 
ian restaurant fundraisers for action AIDS. ) I also 
support other AIDS organizations who provide assis¬ 
tance directly to people with AIDS and do not pro¬ 
mote animal experimentation. 

Mr. Salinas’s suggestion that I keep repeating my 
statements about caring for human beings until I be¬ 
lieve them shows a true lack of understanding of the 
motivations and the actions of myself and the animal 
rights community. I would hope that in the future he 
takes more time getting to know our community be¬ 
fore he decides to condemn it.

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Kicking and screaming

J t was only a couple of years 
ago that when asked by a re¬ 
porter from a national maga¬ 
zine how I felt about “outing” 
public figures, I responded that I 
felt those people should be al¬ 
lowed to keep their sexuality a 
private matter. I’ve always had a 
problem with gay activists “out¬ 
ing” others because I felt that de¬ 
cision should be left to the indi¬ 
vidual. 

However, when Representative 
Jim Kolbe, 54, a six-term Repub¬ 
lican congressman from Arizona, 
went public last week with his ho¬ 
mosexuality, he did so not as an 
act of “pride” or courage, but out 
of necessity. Kolbe knew that the 
Advocate planned to “out” him 
later this month as a response to 
his recent vote in favor of a GOP- 
sponsored measure that seeks to 
prevent gay marriages. 

No, Representative Kolbe 
doesn’t deserve any thanks from 
the gay and lesbian community 
for “standing up and being 
counted on this thing,” 
as the congressman put 
it. The Arizonan, long 
known in Washington 
and home state politi¬ 
cal circles as a closet 
gay, just wanted to 
have his cake 
and eat it, too: 
live a semi¬ 
open gay 
lifestyle when 
it was convenient, but vote with 
fellow Republicans against civil 
rights for homosexuals. 

If Congressman Kolbe had any 
guts, any courage, or hint of pride, 
he would have stood up and been 
counted long ago. He chose polit¬ 
ical expediency instead, as others 
in Congress are still doing. While 
some Washington gay activists, 
mindful of Mr. Kolbe’s voting 
record, give him credit for being a 
“moderate” Republican, voting 
against civil rights for gays and 
lesbians while living a secret ho¬ 
mosexual lifestyle himself still 
makes the man a hypocrite. I ap¬ 
plaud the Advocate for forcing 
him out of the closet. 

Ironically, Representative 
Kolbe’s Johnny-come-lately ad¬ 
mission will probably not hurt his 
re-election chances in Arizona, 
where observers say he will most 
likely easily win a seventh term. 
Calls of support from colleagues 
of both parties, district con¬ 
stituents, and family have report¬ 
edly streamed into the congress¬ 
man’s office, and Arizona’s senior 
GOP U.S. Senator John McCain 
(supposedly on Bob Dole’s veep 
short list) issued a statement de¬ 
claring that “Jim has always had 
and will continue to have my full 
support. ... As his friend I ask all 
Arizonans to remember that Jim, 
although he is a public servant, re¬ 
tains the right to some privacy in 
his personal life.” Even Arizona’s 
right-wing Republican Governor 
Fife Symington commented that 
“Representative Kolbe has served 
this state well, both in the Legisla¬ 
ture and in Congress.” 

Some national gay leaders, 
while deploring Kolbe’s hypocrit¬ 
ical vote on same-sex marriage, 
saw hope in his being dragged 
from his political closet. David 
Clarenbach, a former gay state 
senator from Wisconsin, executive 
director of the Gay and Lesbian 
Victory Fund until this week, 
hoped that Kolbe might now “be¬ 
come a source of inspiration for 
the moderate wing of the Repub¬ 


lican Party, a person around 
whom they can rally.” Perhaps so. 
Maybe an easy re-election win for 
Kolbe in November will give some 
hope to those other 
closeted gay and les¬ 
bian members of Con¬ 
gress, who will then 
come out of their 
own accord. Let’s 
hope so. 

However, Represen¬ 
tative Steve 
Gunderson, a 
Republican 
from Wiscon¬ 
sin who an¬ 
nounced (somewhat reluctantly) 
last year that he is gay, recently de¬ 
cided against seeking a ninth term 
because a conservative group 
planned to make his sexuality an 
issue in the upcoming campaign. 
Two Democratic House members 
- Barney Frank and Gerry 
Studds, both of Massachusetts - 
have long acknowledged being 
gay. Representative Frank is ex¬ 
pected to win re-election this No¬ 
vember, while Representative 
Studds is retiring. 

San Diego serenade 

By this time next week, Kansas 
Senator Bob Dole (retired) will 
officially be the GOP nominee 
against President Bill Clinton. 

The GOP National Nominat¬ 
ing Convention opens Monday, 
August 12, in San Diego, but the 
only excitement is over Bob Dole’s 
choice for running mate - a deci¬ 
sion that will likely be announced 
this weekend. The so-called “short 
list” changes hourly, but the last 
“reliable” report I got is that the 
veep list has now narrowed to 
three: Senator Connie Mack of 
Florida, the aforementioned Sen¬ 
ator John McCain of Arizona, or 
former Secretary of Education 
William Bennett. (Too bad, Dan 
Lungren!) Put your money on 
McCain. 

The opening night lineup in¬ 
cludes a glossy film on the ailing 
Ronald Reagan (to be followed 
by a personal appearance by 
Nancy), a speech by General 
Colin Powell (who reportedly re¬ 
ally didn’t want to do it), and new 
convention MTV technology that 
will employ satellite feeds from lo¬ 
cations and video clips inter¬ 
spersed with lesser live speakers. 
Also, to speed up the pace and 
heighten the visual impact, GOP 
planners will do away with the 
usual introductory speakers, and 
to help create a sense of intimacy, 
the stage (usually looming high 
above the floor) will be open and 
low to the ground. 

“The whole point of all this 


convention is connectivity,” says 
one convention planner. “It’s Bob 
Dole unplugged.” 

San Diego Mayor Susan Gold¬ 
ing, often referred to as a “rising 
star” of the GOP, says that despite 
the bombing at the Olympics, she 
is convinced that security forces 
already planned will be more than 
enough to protect the convention 
center and the estimated 50,000 
others attracted to the four-day 
(August 12-15) affair. 

The Dole campaign is now 
“ready to roll,” his staff says, while 
acknowledging that their efforts 
up to now have lacked focus and 
at times verged on the incoherent. 
Dole campaign chiefs now claim 
they have in place a blueprint that 
carries the former Senate majori¬ 
ty leader within striking distance 
of the president, who now holds a 
double-digit lead in all national 
polls. 

Incidentally, although they 
deny it at campaign headquarters, 
state GOP operatives say that the 
national campaign plans around 
Labor Day to reassess their com¬ 
mitment to seriously contest the 
election in California, in light of 
Clinton’s commanding lead here. 

Although last week’s column 
had ROSS Perot courting former 
Peninsula Representative Ed 
Zschau as his Reform Party run¬ 
ning mate, Dick Lamm one-upped 
Perot and asked Zschau first. 

San Francisco friends and sup¬ 
porters of North Carolina Senate 
candidate Harvey Gantt (Jesse 
Helms’s opponent) are holding a 
fundraiser breakfast for Gantt 
(and yes, he will be there) on Fri¬ 
day, August 16,7:30-9 a.m. Dona¬ 
tions of $35 and up are requested. 
Call 668-6677 for info. 

Look for Random House to 
publish the life story of gay bil¬ 
lionaire entertainment mogul 
David Geffen in a couple of years 
with Wall Street Journal reporter 
Thomas King helping with the 
book. 

Meanwhile, Cable’s USA Net¬ 
work will begin production with¬ 
in weeks on Breaking the Surface: 
The Greg Louganis Story , a TV 
movie based on the gay four-time 
Olympic gold medal diver’s best¬ 
selling autobiography. Former 
Saved by the Bell star Mario 
Lopez will play Louganis. 

Finally, a reader writes: “Our 
political and religious leaders are 
defining marriage as limited to 
heterosexuals for the purpose of 
procreating. If this is really the de¬ 
finition, then why aren’t they en¬ 
acting laws to deny spousal bene¬ 
fits (medical insurance, Social Se¬

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Seeing stars

0 ^ kay, I stole this from the 
Sporting Green's Tom 
Fitzgerald, who stole it 
from Jay Leno: the best part of 
the Olympics is that you can 
watch women on TV swimming, 
playing tennis, and riding horses 
but not talking about how fresh 
they feel. 

Even cooler is catching the 
Perseids meteor shower. Thanks 
to Comet Swift-Tuttle leaving 
dust and debris in the Earth’s path 
every orbit, we get a really cool 
light show - about 50 shooting 
stars per hour - every August 12th 
to 14th or so. To see them, you 
need to get yourself out under 
clear, dark skies - away from city 
(and suburban) light pollution 
and preferably at high elevation. 
This year, the Perseids peak on the 
night of Monday the 12th (even 
though a few can be spotted a 
week on either side) - and that’s 
just before the new moon. Myself, 
I’m pointing the trusty Space Van 
in the direction of Mt. Lassen 
again. 

Part of the fun of a good mete¬ 
or shower is that you can’t be 
goal-oriented, as you would were 
you going out with a telescope or 
binoculars. You bring a sleeping 
bag, and hopefully some kind of 
reclining camp chair, and lie back 
for hours, scanning the sky and 
paying attention to peripheral vi¬ 
sion. Let your pupils dilate in the 
dark, and keep them open by 



turns toward the 
radiant point. 

A night under 
the dark sky 
has other, 
rewards, 
too: like the 
most stars you’ve 
seen in a long 
time, and especial¬ 
ly the Milky Way. 

Part of the fun is 
watching different objects rise; 
when the Pleiades come up, 
you’re getting closer to peak 
viewing. 

Early night seems best for 
spotting satellites. Jupiter is 
prominent all night this sum¬ 
mer - big, white and bright - 
and Saturn - nice and yel¬ 
low - rises about 11 p.m. 

More fun comes from see¬ 
ing if you can make out the 
Andromeda Galaxy - 
closest but for a cou¬ 
ple of dwarfs - with 
the naked eye 
(or lens). And 
if you can 
bear to stop 
scanning to 

wield binoculars for a bit, there 
are other fuzzballs of interest: star 
clusters in Scorpio and Sagittarius 
and a double cluster in Perseus. 
With the monthly star chart from 
Astronomy or Sky and Telescope, 
you could spot Uranus in binocs, 
too. 

Get reacquainted 

This is also a great opportuni-

using only red light as needed. If 
you buy some red balloons and 
cut off the stems, you’ll have 
handy-dandy red filters for the 
end of your flashlight. 

Most of the meteors will come 
from a radiant point - in this case, 
the constellation Perseus - but 
can streak across about any part 
of the sky. Best viewing for these 
is to face northwest and be pre¬ 
pared for northeast to southwest 
trajectories. They go by quickly, 
too; if you see nothing while a 
friend goes “Ooh!”, you’ve proba¬ 
bly missed it. Don’t worry; more 
will come along. 

The Perseids are most frequent 
between one and three in the 
morning, when where you sit 


ty to reacquaint yourself with the 
Milky Way. In conditions of “good 
seeing,” it will have texture. Real¬ 
ize you’re looking toward the cen¬ 
ter of the galaxy, and that the dark 
bands are dust that obscure the 
mass of stars behind them. Find 
teapot-shaped Sagittarius; that’s 
the way to galactic central. About 
90 degrees to the left is the star 
Vega - 25 light years out and in 
the process of forming planets; 
that’s the direction our solar sys¬ 
tem is heading. 

And this is the information 
you need to get into a really cool 
frame of mind. We’re on a tiny 
planet orbiting a very average star 
two-thirds of the way out from 
the center of our galaxy - which is 


to say, out in 
the galactic boonies. 
The meteorites that make 
us go “ooh” and “ahh” are specks 
of dust - and the few pebbles that 
turn into real flamers - hitting the 
top of our atmosphere 50 miles 
up and vaporizing. (Thanks, Bing 
Quock of the Morrison Planetar¬ 
ium, for tidying up my science 
facts.) The low-altitude satellites 
you may spot are one to two hun¬ 
dred miles up. Everything 
else past the planets is eff¬ 
ing huge and light years 
away. Yet as tiny and in¬ 
significant as we are in this 
vast panorama, we have the 
minds and the science to 
appreciate just how big 
and old all this is - and 
the heart to get a big 
thrill out of 
vaporizing 
dust specks. 
Watching me¬ 
teor showers is a 
great way to remember just how 
special you are. 

Of course, the proper rude at¬ 
titude can add to the fun. This 
year, I’ll be rendezvousing with 
my friends Sandi and Jennifer, 
with whom I went up Mount 
Hamilton for one August’s Persei¬ 
ds when they still lived in the Bay 
Area, and housemate Eldenath. 
Jennifer herself was the only per¬ 
son she trusted driving up that 
narrow, winding road that night, 
and I was primed for getting real¬ 
ly cosmic and in no condition. 
There were about two dozen folks 
hanging around the Lick Obser¬ 
vatory parking lot talking astron¬ 
omy talk - a mellow, gentle 
crowd. Nonetheless, up drove a 
deputy sheriff to roust us from 
the parking lot. 

Since we’d parked off the road 
below and were behind the sher¬ 
iff’s truck, Sandi motioned for us 
to climb over the rim and sit hud¬ 
dled beneath it. We waited and 
waited for Smokey to split - 
which he did after one pass down 
the driveway and back up. 

When we saw him headed 
down the mountain, we climbed 
back up to sit on the ledge for the 
show. We congratulated ourselves 
on being hoopy enough to outwit 
the deputy, and made rude re¬ 
marks about rousting those 
rowdy astronomy types, who were 
obviously up to no good staring at 
the sky. 

Years later, on an overnight 
courtesy of a Lick employee, I 
learned that the road, not real fun 
in daylight, doesn’t deter idiots 
from driving up to 4,000 feet and 
drinking in the parking lot. Oops! 
It’s still a great story, and the Per¬ 
seids are still a great time. ▼

Re¬ 
counting the dramatic story of 
Louganis’s 1988 dive when he hit 
his head and chose not to disclose 
his HIV status to the doctor who 
stitched him, and then went on to 
win two more gold medals, the 
feature is unequivocally support¬ 
ive of Louganis as an Olympic 
hero and perhaps “the best diver 
ever.” 

Ironically, in May NBC Sports 
passed over Louganis as a com¬ 
mentator for 1996 Olympic div¬ 
ing despite his screen presence, 
media talents, and expertise. At 
the time, Alan Klein, communica¬ 
tions director of GLAAD, said, 
“It’s a blatant case of NBC pan¬ 
dering to the lowest common de¬ 
nominator. They reacted with fear 
and bigotry, and are clearly in the 
wrong.” To date, NBC has made 
no comment. 

Let NBC Sports know that the 
“Centennial Olympic Moment” is 
an excellent short piece, and that 
inclusion of lesbian, gay and HIV¬ 
positive athletes in their program¬ 
ming serves as a springboard to 
overcome homophobia and AID- 
Sphobia in sports media. Howev¬ 
er, ask them why they did not uti¬ 
lize Greg Louganis in a more ac¬ 
tive way as Olympic diving com¬ 
mentator, a position so obviously 
suited to him.

Gay Games founder 
gets the last word 

The July 30 San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer tells the story of author 
Dick Schaap’s Gay Olympian: The 
Life and Death of Dr. Tom Waddell 
and, in the midst of Olympic 
fever, reminds its readers that the 
Olympics have had a checkered 
past when it comes to lesbian and 
gay recognition. 

When Dr. Tom Waddell, an 
Olympic decathelete who com¬ 
peted at the 1968 Games, founded 
the Gay Games and dubbed them 
the “Gay Olympics,” the United 
States Olympic Committee 


(USOC) sued him to prevent the 
event from using the word 
“Olympics,” even as he was dying 
from AIDS complications. The 
USOC demanded $96,000 in at¬ 
torneys fees and nearly caused 
Waddell to lose his home. 

But the Gay Games have flour¬ 
ished in Waddell’s spirit, and the 
new book is a testimony to his ef¬ 
forts. As Examiner staff writer 
Cynthia Robins notes, “During 
these Olympic Games, it’s 
tempting to wish that Tom 
Waddell had lived long 
enough to see publica¬ 
tion of the book which 
bears his name and his 
story.” 

Thank the San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner for an 
appropriate dedication 
to a man who under¬ 
stood the real meaning 
of Olympic champion when the 
USOC would not.

Anti-gay marriage 
Arizonan cries wolf 

Arizona Republic columnist 
Marianna Moody Jennings feels 
she has been the “victim” of ha¬ 
rassment, due to a May 26 essay in 
which she attacked same-sex mar¬ 
riage. In her July 28 column, 
Jennings, a conservative 
ethics professor at Ari¬ 
zona State University, 
complains that the 
force with which the 
gay community and 
heterosexual people 
who support same-sex 
marriage have re¬ 
sponded has left her 
making wild claims of 
fearing personal harm 
and harm to her family, the po¬ 
tential loss of employment, and 
damage to her property. 

The first essay, a simplistic 
anti-gay tract, claims that “natur¬ 
al law” opposes same-sex mar¬ 
riage, and goes on to state that 
“same-sex marriage cannot fur¬ 
ther the societal goal of ensuring 
that there is a next generation [be¬ 
cause] that union cannot con¬ 
tribute another human being to 
carry on its name, its traits, or its 
values.” One wonders how the es¬ 
timated 10 million children with 
lesbian and gay parents in the 
United States would feel about 
her total exclusion of them. 

Letters in opposition to her 
small-minded views poured in, 
some of which demanded ASU 
fire her, she says in her second 
essay. She goes so far as to state 
that she “needs constitutional 
protections more than” one gay 
man whose words were particu¬ 
larly critical (her proof is that the 
man’s letter used the word “ho¬ 
mophobe” 17 times). Although 
no letter Jennings mentions 
threatens physical violence of any 
kind, she seems to verge on para¬ 
noia as she claims a world that 
censors her: “I mourned for a 
world that once respected others’ 
values. ... The world has silenced 
me on the issue of same-sex mar¬ 
riages.” 

Let Ms. Jennings know that 
there is a difference between hav¬ 
ing one’s rights repressed and 
having a group of people oppose 
one’s views, including placing 
pressure on a public university 
paid for by taxpayers to dismiss a 
bigoted professor.

Caregivers seminar 
this weekend in Big Sur 

SF therapist speaks on avoiding burnout

A three-day seminar at the 
Esalen Institute in Big Sur 
begins this Friday, August 9, 
to focus caregivers and their need 
to take care of themselves, includ¬ 
ing managing an increasing work¬ 
load, building stress hardiness, 
and distinguishing between 
healthy and unhealthy giving. 

Dennis Portnoy, a San Francis¬ 
co psychotherapist who special¬ 
izes in programs of burnout, 
stress, and codependency, will 
teach the seminar. 

According to Portnoy, people 
in caregiving roles, such as those 
helping people with AIDS, cancer, 
or other illnesses - either profes¬ 
sionally or when someone they 
know becomes ill - are prone to a 
range of problems, the most seri¬ 
ous of which is burnout. He said 
the risk of ordinary stress pro¬ 
gressing to burnout, with serious 
health consequences, is higher for 
those who spend most of their 
time taking care of other people, 
because helpers often ignore early 
warning signs. 

Portnoy, who is in private 
practice, provides both longterm 
and brief treatment for individu¬ 
als, couples, and families. He has 
special expertise in HIV, grief re¬ 
action, and addiction, including 
assessment, relapse prevention, 
and aftercare. 

Portnoy’s workshops help 
clients minimize the negative ef¬ 
fects of stress, even if they cannot 
change the external circumstances 
causing it. 

“Stress management tech¬ 
niques alone are not enough,” he 
emphasized. “First you need to ex¬ 
amine what’s behind your reac¬ 
tion to stress.” 

Other topics that will be ad¬ 
dressed at this weekend’s seminar 
include being responsible as op¬ 
posed to feeling responsible; 
counteracting self-defeating 
habits associated with the helper 
role; strengthening and protecting 
your boundaries, and saying “yes” 
to your needs. 

The workshop offers continu¬ 
ing education credit for nurses. 

Self-imposed stress 

Often, according to Portnoy, 
it’s not just that people lead stress¬ 
ful lives, but their self-imposed 
stress that makes their situations 
so potentially dangerous. 

“Family history has a lot to do 
with it,” he said. “Many people are 
taught as children to put others’ 
needs before their own. If they 
wind up in a stressful caregiving 
situation, the old habits lead to 
self-neglect, and often to 
burnout.” 

Once you recognize the obsta¬ 
cles in your path, you can over¬ 
come them by challenging outdat¬ 
ed beliefs and forming a “commit¬ 
ted relationship with yourself,” 
Portnoy explained. This means 
transferring some of the compas¬ 
sion you feel for others to yourself. 

“It sounds simple, but many 
people do not pay sufficient at¬ 
tention to their own well-being,” 
he said. “We all need human con¬ 
nection, acceptance, solitude, re¬ 
spect, understanding. We need 
supportive friends, material com¬ 
fort, leisure time, etc. But most of 
all, we need to believe that we de¬ 


serve these things, and make a 
conscious effort to get them.” 

Portnoy believes it’s important 
to listen to what your body is 
telling you. 

“We have an internal Richter 
scale,” Portnoy said. “Subtle phys-

Same-sex couples 
can’t marry - but 
we can be gay divorces

H ow states apply laws to 
same-sex relationships is 
strange indeed. Logically, 
which should come first for 
same-sex couples? Love and mar¬ 
riage - or love and divorce? 

Only in the United States can 
gays and lesbians - depending on 
the state where they live - find a 
way to mimic divorce without 
first getting married. This whole 
legal mess will likely worsen if 
and when the Hawaii Supreme 
Court rules in favor of same-sex 
marriage, as anticipated. 

Hawaii is creating a constitu¬ 
tional conundrum. The Aloha 
State will establish a new family 
law precedent, when it becomes 


the first state in the union to le¬ 
galize same-sex marriage. Main¬ 
land states are already in a tizzy 
about Hawaii moving towards 
granting marriage rights and 
obligations to same-sex couples, 
presently available only to het¬ 
erosexuals. 

Never mind that the Fourth 
Amendment of the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution requires all states to honor 
in full faith the laws passed by 
other states. President Clinton 
recently signed into law the new 
federal Defense of Marriage Act, 
which allows each state to decide 
whether or not to recognize 
same-sex marriages legally per¬ 
formed in other states. 

At least eight states have 
moved to ban same-sex mar¬ 
riages, including California, 
while at least 15 states defeated 
proposals to defeat proposed 
same-sex marriage bans, accord¬ 
ing to Ellen McCormick, legisla¬ 
tive advocate for the Sacramen¬ 
to-based LIFE: California Les¬ 
bian and Gay AIDS Lobby. 

California law allows same- 
sex couples to mimic divorce, but 
not to get married. Gays and les¬ 
bians began winning palimony 
rights back in 1981, according to 
Jon Davidson, supervising attor¬ 


ney in Los Angeles at Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, a national gay lobby and 
public interest law firm. 

Equal palimony law protec¬ 
tions in California were extend¬ 
ed to same-sex spouses in 1981 
and 1988, before which they were 
applied only to unmarried oppo¬ 
site-sex couples, Davidson says. 

Two separate rulings made by 
the California Court of Appeal 
broadened the interpretation of 
the landmark Marvin v. Marvin 
palimony decision handed down 
by the California Supreme Court 
in 1976. In both instances the 
lower court rulings involved two 
gay men in relationships: Jones v. 
Daly in 1981 and Whorton v. 
Dillingham in 1988. 

You say putative ... 

Court rulings in California, 
and other states, recognize so- 
called “putative marriages” to re¬ 
solve palimony lawsuits. A “puta¬ 
tive marriage” is legal jargon for 
domestic partnerships, when a 
court determines a relationship

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A ‘putative’ object lesson in SF

T wo gay Bay Area men are em¬ 
broiled in a bitter palimony 
lawsuit seeking to divide own¬ 
ership of a house and other finan¬ 
cial assets. Documents filed recent¬ 
ly in San Francisco Superior Court 
include charges of fraud, sexual 
abuse, and emotional distress 
caused by alleged exposure to HIV. 

Mychael Robinson is suing 
Allan Louie for spousal support 
and damages, charging that Louie 
knew himself to be HIV-positive 
for 12 years, but failed to inform 
Robinson before the men were 
unofficially married in a private 
ceremony. 

“As a result of Louie’s wrong¬ 
ful conduct, Robinson has been 
exposed to HIV/AIDS,” the law¬ 
suit alleges, “which caused and 
continue to cause Robinson great 


mental, physical, and nervous 
pain and suffering.” 

Robinson alleges that Louie 
talked him into having unprotect¬ 
ed sex, before he found three bot¬ 
tles of the anti-HIV drug AZT 
hidden in a closet one day while 
cleaning the house. 

Court documents allege that 
Louie knew he was HIV-positive, 
but didn’t disclose the informa¬ 
tion to Robinson. Louie allegedly 
removed a condom from Robin¬ 
son’s penis and told him he didn’t 
need to use it. From that point on 
the men supposedly had unpro¬ 
tected sexual relations. 

California law requires a per¬ 
son with venereal disease to avoid 
sexual contact with uninfected 
persons, or at least warn potential 
sexual partners before sexual con¬ 
tact occurs, said Louie’s attorney 
Waukeen Q. McCoy. 

The nature of the relationship 


between the men is in dispute. 
Robinson claims he has known 
Louie for eight years and began 
dating him about five years ago, 
but Louie claims they were only 
dating a few months. 

The other side 

Robinson’s lawsuit is a “com¬ 
plete scam,” according to Michael 
Adams, an associate with the law 
firm Clarence & Snell, which is 
representing Robinson. “There’s 
not one witness to the alleged pri¬ 
vate marriage ceremony. It’s a lie 
and it never happened. 

“Mr. Robinson lived with Mr. 
Louie for approximately four 
months,” Adams said. “Now he’s 
suing for half the house and half of 
everything that Mr. Louie owns.” 

Also, Adams told the B.A.R., 
“Mr. Robinson moved into Mr. 
Louie’s house under a false pre¬ 
tense, saying that he intended to

Francisco attorney in private 
practice. 

Same-sex couples have tried 
and failed since at least 1974 to get 
courts in various states to rule fa¬ 
vorably for legalized same-sex 
marriage, says Michael Adams, an 
associate with the law firm 
Clarence & Snell in San Francisco. 

Marriage law and palimony 
law are legally considered as sep¬ 
arate issues. “The gay marriage 
issue is irrelevant to palimony 


lawsuits; whether you have a 
right to marry has nothing to do 
with palimony,” Adams told the 
B.A.R. 

There are no legal distinctions 
between heterosexual or homo¬ 
sexual palimony in California. “A 
palimony lawsuit is a breach of 
contract lawsuit that’s about a 
personal relationship, presum¬ 
ably involving love and sexual re¬ 
lations,” he says. 

The technical test for palimo¬ 
ny is a co-habitation agreement 
between two adults who volun¬ 
tarily live together, while con¬ 
senting to share property and 


earnings, adds Davidson. “Pal¬ 
imony contracts can be written, 
oral or implied in California,” he 
says. 

Palimony is presently the only 
legal protection available to un¬ 
married couples, straight or gay, 
but it’s more complicated than 
divorce, because with palimony it 
must be proven that a relation¬ 
ship exists, Davidson says. 

Even if same-sex couples are 
granted equal civil rights to 
marry like heterosexuals, there 
would still be palimony lawsuits 
because not everyone chooses to 
marry, lawyers agree. ▼ 
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move to Seattle.” 

Robinson claims he became a 
homemaker to live with Louie 
and remodel Louie’s house at 
1418 Noe Street, after both men 
agreed that Robinson would close 
a combination hair styling salon 
and antique store he owned in 
Hayes Valley. Robinson also 
claims that Louie agreed to pro¬ 
vide him with financial support 
for the rest of his life. 

”It’s our position that they 
were [unofficially] married and 
agreed to do certain things, and 


the courts are clear about con¬ 
tracts,” McCoy said. “The two 
guys agreed to pool their assets.” 

Robinson is entitled to disso¬ 
lution of the “putative marriage” 
by court decree, pursuant to the 
California Family Code, on the 
ground that there now exists ir¬ 
reconcilable differences that have 
caused the irremediable break¬ 
down of the marriage, according 
to the lawsuit. A putative marriage 
is an unofficial marriage that’s the 
legal basis of any palimony law¬ 
suit, McCoy said. ▼

i :a * n the wake of staff layoffs, pro¬ 
gram scale-backs, and the con¬ 
solidation of facilities at the 
San Francisco agency New Leaf, 
the Service Employees Interna¬ 
tional Union Local 790 filed a for¬ 
mal union grievance against New 
Leaf management with the Na¬ 
tional Labor Relations Board on 
Monday, August 5. 

The union was certified to rep¬ 
resent non-management workers 
at New Leaf, a gay mental health 
and substance abuse services 
agency formed through the recent 
merger of Operation Concern 
and 18th Street'Services, during 
contract negotiations in June. 

The grievance was filed short¬ 
ly after New Leaf executive direc : 
tor Joe Neisan, Ph.D. last week no¬ 
tified six full-time staffers - out of 
a staff of 50 employees - that they 
would be laid off. Nissan also re¬ 
duced the work schedules of six 
part-time workers. 

The agency, which has an an¬ 
nual budget of $1.5 million, only 
averted missing its July 31 $52,200 
bi-weekly payroll by taking out a 
loan to cover a $26,000 shortfall. 
According to a July 29 memo cir¬ 
culated to employees by Neisan, 
the agency was late on the payroll 
by one day in its previous payroll 
period. 

Nissan also told the Bay Area 
Reporter he is not yet certain the 
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agency will be able to meet its 
August 15 payroll, and has noti¬ 
fied staffers that New Leaf’s new 
Chief Financial Officer Barbara 
Galvan was hospitalized Tuesday, 
August 5. 

“It is unclear at this point how 
long she will be out of the office,” 
he said in a memo to staff. “With 
the departure of our accountant 
and our administrative director 
on disability leave, we currently 
have none of the usual staff in the 
finance office.... 

“A primary concern is meeting 
payroll on August 15. We do not 
have all of the details of Barbara’s 
plans to meet payroll; however, we 
are actively doing what we can to 
meet payroll. I will continue to 
update you as we have more in¬ 
formation.” 

Neisan said that the termina¬ 
tion of staffers was caused by a 
budget deficit, but flatly refused to 
divulge the amount. 

“They have given us incom¬ 
plete information,” Local 790 or¬ 
ganizer Ruben Garcia told the 
B.A.R. “We’ve asked how much 
management is getting paid, but 
they didn’t want to tell us.” 

According to Garcia, manage¬ 
ment salaries “are only one area” 
of concern the union has about 
the agency’s fiscal practices, and 
claimed that New Leaf planned to 
take a “huge cut” on benefits pro¬ 
vided to workers. 

The B.A.R. has learned that the 


agency’s projected annual deficit 
was estimated at $360,000, and 
that Neisan proposed cuts on July 
8 including $200,000 in salary 
savings; a reduction of worker 
benefits by $40,000; and rental 
saving of $75,000 a year by clos¬ 
ing two former 18th Street Ser¬ 
vices program delivery sites. 

“From a budget perspective we 
needed to look at some cutbacks. 
From a fiscal perspective it was 
not efficient to operate at five fa¬ 
cilities, so we are getting rid of two 
offices at 217 and 254 Church 
Street,” Neisan confirmed to the 
B.A.R. 

Neisan declined to discuss the 
specifics of negotiations with the 
union, including his controversial 
proposals for reductions in New 
Leaf workers’ healthcare, sick 
leave, and other benefits packages. 

“I don’t want to interfere with 
negotiations,” he said. “We put to¬ 
gether a proposal.” 

However, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned the agency 
wants to cut workers’ healthcare 
benefits by shifting health benefits 
for full-time employees to a 
monthly cash allowance equal to 
the Kaiser Value plan, which costs 
$144.75 a month. Workers who 
work between half and three- 
quarter time would receive half 
that amount. 

The agency currently pays be¬ 
tween $145-$ 183 per month per 
staffer for the benefits - and for 


two workers’ domestic partners, 
plus dependent coverage. 

Domestic partners’ benefits for 
lesbian and gay staffers would be 
eliminated under Neisan’s pro¬ 
posal, unless employees wanted to 
pay for their partners. 

The agency would also sharply 
curtail sick and vacation time 
available to workers, including 
mental health days. 

Although Neisan told the Bay 
Area Reporter the cuts were neces¬ 
sary, a social worker who provides 
substance abuse counseling wor¬ 
ries about New Leaf’s survival and 
whether the agency is a “safe 
space” for those people most af¬ 
fected. 

“Joe is being very up-front and 
trying to keep the agency going.” 
said Jay Pinkerton, MSW, “but it 
feels very, very unsafe for clients.” 

Pinkerton said he recently had 
to tell a recovery therapy group he 
facilitates that it was ending much 
sooner than expected, and wor¬ 
ried about the impact of the cut¬ 
backs on client services. 

Neisan said the budget deficits 
were caused by “reliance on grant 
funds” when the agency’s budget 
was developed by California Pa¬ 
cific Medical Center, 18th Street 
Services, and Operation Concern 
executives prior to his appoint¬ 
ment as executive director. 

“I’m sure they had good inten¬ 
tions in developing the budget,” 
he said. ▼

Additionally, Casimir serves as 
vice chair of the National Associ¬ 
ation of People With AIDS, and is 
an appointed member of the 
AIDS Program Advisory Com¬ 
mittee of the National Institutes 
of Health. 

Casimir replaces Howard Mof- 
fet, who is taking a one-year leave 
of absence from ACTCM to at¬ 
tend the graduate school of Har¬ 
vard University. 

Moffet developed the HIV 
clinic as an integral part of 
ACTCM Community Clinic. He 
also implemented the Communi-

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ty Acupuncture Project (CAP), 
advanced research activities at the 
college, and published frequently 
in professional and lay publica¬ 
tions. 

Casimir said he helped Moffet 
develop the program. 

The goal of the CAP is to de¬ 
velop models of integrated medi¬ 
cine care in primary care settings, 
to integrate Eastern and Western 
medicine for the benefit of people 
who have HIV/AIDS. The pro¬ 
gram recently received more 
funding from the public health 
department. 

“It’s an important part of pri¬ 
mary care,” Casimir told the 
B.A.R ., adding that acupuncture 
wasn’t always thought of as pri¬ 
mary care. “It bridges the gap be¬ 
tween Western medicine and Chi¬ 
nese medicine. It’s been beneficial 
to me.” 

The target population of the 
CAP program is medically unin¬ 
sured or underinsured San Fran¬ 
cisco residents with symptomatic 
HIV disease who desire access to 
the medical options available 
through traditional Chinese med¬ 
icine modalities. 

Patients will be seen at the 
Mission Neighborhood Health 
Center, the Castro Health Center, 
and the Maxine Hall Health Cen¬ 
ter, Casimir said. 

Moffet’s work was praised by 
the ACTCM president. 

“He [Moffet] represented 
ACTCM at a number of profes¬ 
sional meetings, nationally and 
internationally, and he helped to 
enhance the visibility of ACTCM 
in the Bay Area as well,” noted 
Lixin Huang, ACTCM president. 

“He has devoted himself to 
promote the role of Chinese 
medicine in public health prac¬ 
tice, and to increase access to tra¬ 
ditional Chinese medicine,” 
Huang stated. ▼

Hundreds turn out for 
Oakland AIDS fundraiser 


New HIV director

O rganizers of the benefit at 
Cabel’s Reef Cocktail 
Lounge in Oakland last Sat¬ 
urday, August 3 say more than 200 
people attended the event, and 
thousands of dollars were raised 
for the AIDS Project of East Bay. 

Saying there were “no bound¬ 
aries here,” organizers welcomed 
everyone who came through the 
doors of the predominantly 
African-American club. People 
enjoyed the live entertainment 
and walked up to the performers 
with cash in hand to donate to the 
agency. 

At the end of each song, the 
performers gathered up the wads 
of money and placed them into 
collection jars. Donors also gave 
checks ranging from $25 to a high 
of $1,000. 

Ernest Andrews, who served as 
master of ceremonies for the 
evening, held up a packaged con¬ 
dom at one point and urged those 
attending the event to always have 
one available. 

“They’re easy to use, and 
they’re free. There’s no reason 
why you shouldn’t have one,” said 
Andrews, who’s been doing AIDS 
work since 1981. “There’s not a 
cure at this point, but there is pre¬ 
vention.” 


Stacey Pea, who did a lip-synch 
to Michael Jackson’s “You Are Not 
Alone,” became emotional after 
his performance. 

“This is from my heart,” Pea 
said. “I’ve been here 18 years and 
think of all my friends who have 
died of AIDS.” 

Other performers included 
Madame X, and Stanley, the en¬ 
tertainment manager at Cabel’s 
Reef who said someone promised 
to donate $100 if he sang “I’m in 
Love Under New Management,” 
which he did. 

Berkeley R8cB singer Erica 
Berry also performed several 
numbers and brought the audi¬ 
ence to its feet with her strong vo¬ 
cals. 

Berry donated her time to per¬ 
form, and dedicated her first song 
to AIDS Project of the East Bay. 

“You’re all here tonight be¬ 
cause you believe in something,” 
she told the crowd. 

Marvin Carter, who used to 


work for the Oakland agency and 
who helped organize the event 
along with Raymond Clark, was 
very pleased with the turnout. 
Carter, who now works at Project 
Inform in San Francisco, said he 
continued working on the benefit 
despite his job change. 

“I’m pleased,” Carter told the 
B.A.R. “I was committed to doing 
this fundraiser because the need is 
there.” 

Marlow Thomas - the local 
personality, not That Girl -spoke 
at the event and urged people not 
to be judgmental of others. 

“We’ve lost many, many of our 
friends and family to this disease,” 
Thomas said before reading a 
poem. ▼

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Congress acts on drinking water, 
health insurance, and welfare

i ongress hammered out a se¬ 
ries of compromises in the 
week before its August 2 re¬ 
cess to pass significant legislation 
dealing with health insurance, 
welfare, and drinking water. The 
measures all passed with strong 
bipartisan support, and President 
Clinton has said he will sign them. 
While none explicitly mentions 
gays and lesbians, they will greatly 
affect some members of the com¬ 
munity, particularly people with 
HIV or other long-term health 
problems. 

Health insurance 

Health insurance will become 
easier to purchase and maintain. 


Preexisting conditions will no 
longer be grounds to deny cover¬ 
age, though insurers can still limit 
coverage on those conditions dur¬ 
ing the first 12 months a policy is 
in force. People who have gone 
through that waiting period will 
be considered vested in all policies 
and not have to wait again if they 
switch coverage to another com¬ 
pany. 

Insurance companies are also 
prohibited from dropping the 
policies of people when they be¬ 
come sick, so long as they contin¬ 
ue to pay their premiums. And 
750,000 medical savings accounts 
will be authorized as a four-year 
experiment in alternative financ¬ 
ing and management of health in¬ 
surance. 

Payouts for viatical settlements 



and accelerated benefits for the 
terminally ill will become tax ex¬ 
empt. All of these provisions take 
effect next July. 

These issues of “portability” af¬ 
fect 25 to 30 million Americans, 
according to a study by the Gener¬ 
al Accounting Office, a research 
arm of Congress. Many workers 
feel locked into their current job 
because they might not qualify for 
health insurance elsewhere or they 
may have a waiting period until 
they do qualify. 

That is particularly important 
for people with HIV infection. 
New therapy options promise to 
turn the disease into a much more 
long-term, chronic, and manage¬ 
able one, where people will be able 
to continue working while on ex¬ 
pensive therapies. Maintenance of 
health insurance in very impor¬ 
tant. 

Ben Schatz, executive director 
of the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association, called the reform 
“very significant for the gay com¬ 
munity, because it does increase 
access to care.” 

According to Schatz, “Gay and 
lesbian people tend to be more 
likely to work in alternative or 
small businesses, and as a result, 
portability is terribly important. 
The concerns about preexisting 
conditions are quite important to 
people with HIV and, quite 
frankly, to people who are per¬ 
ceived to be at risk for HIV.” 


Welfare 

The main controversy sur¬ 
rounded welfare reform, which 
ends 61 years of federal guarantees 
of cash payments to the needy. It 
also requires recipients to find 
work after two years and limits 
lifetime benefits to a total of five 
years. Republicans gave almost 
unanimous support to the mea¬ 
sure, while Democrats divided 
nearly evenly. President Clinton 
has said he will sign it, and the 
measure will go into effect on Oc¬ 
tober 1. 

The core of the change is to 
allow much greater flexibility to 
create and administer programs at 
the state level. A few seem well-po¬ 
sitioned to use those powers cre¬ 
atively to move welfare recipients 
into the workplace and economic 
self-sufficiency, but others have 
not even begun to plan for such 
responsibility. It will be years be¬ 
fore the full impact of these 
changes can be assessed. 

The greatest impact on gays 
and lesbians is likely to come 
through a provision that allows 
states - but does not require them 
- to deny Medicaid and state ad¬ 
ministered programs such as Gen¬ 
eral Assistance, Ryan White, and 
AIDS Drug Assistance Programs 
(ADAP) to legal immigrants who 
are not citizens, if they so choose. 

Another provision limits eligi¬ 
bility for Food Stamps to three 
months for those who have not re- 
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NAPWA's Mike Shriver. 

ceived a ruling under Social Secu¬ 
rity Disability Insurance that they 
are disabled. Tom McCormack, 
author of The AIDS Benefits 
Handbook, worries that it often 
takes six to 12 months for Social 
Security to issue a disability rul¬ 
ing, even for someone with full¬ 
blown AIDS. 

Christine Lubinski, deputy di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, said the bill “punishes low-in¬ 
come people with HIV and AIDS 
who, absent vital healthcare and 
nutritional support and income 
assistance that the welfare system 
now provides, will face needless 
pain and swifter death.” 

She called President Clinton’s 
decision to sign the bill “a breach 
of his promise” to protect Medic¬ 
aid. 

Drinking water 

The Safe Drinking Water Act 
was strengthened and reauthorized. 
It shifts attention from all pollu-

who reside in another apartment 
in the same building, asking if 
Peron had ever had sex with them 
or given them money. 

Peron was in Vancouver at the 
time of the break-ins, celebrating 
Gay Pride Day and commemorat¬ 
ing the anniversary of the Gas- 
town Riots, which resulted from 
marijuana arrests in 1971. 

Undercover action 

Narcotics officials claim that 
the CBC routinely sells marijuana 
to people, including underage 
youth, who do not have a medical 
recommendation. The raid was 


the outcome of a two-year inves¬ 
tigation that used undercover 
agents to purchase marijuana at 
the club, Bureau of Narcotics En¬ 
forcement chief Joe Doane said at 
a Sunday press conference at Fish¬ 
erman’s Wharf. 

Hernandez asserted that the 
CBC operates under strict rules, 
with members required to pro¬ 
vide a doctor’s letter of diagnosis, 
a prescription, and a photo ID; 
Hernandez allowed that a small 
number of inappropriate sales 
might have taken place to people 
with forged letters and ID cards. 
Several prominent local AIDS 
doctors prescribe marijuana to 
their patients to ameliorate the 
nausea caused by some antiviral 
drugs and to boost appetite to 
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control AIDS-related wasting. 

A rally and “smoke in” on Sun¬ 
day evening drew some 200 peo¬ 
ple, who took part in a boisterous 
march from the Castro to the 
CBC’s Market Street headquar¬ 
ters. Peron addressed the crowd 
by telephone from Vancouver, 
stating that the day’s actions had 
“stiffened our resolve to go on.” 
He claimed he would be on hand 
Monday to receive the Attorney 
General’s injunction against the 
club and would “tell him to cram 
it up his ass.” 

Jeff Sheehy of the Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club called attention 
to the confiscation of medical 
records, saying that “our next fight 
is to get our names back.” CBC 
Assistant Manager Gary Johnson 
told the crowd that the club 
would open on Monday - but 
without the confiscated marijua¬ 
na, which he suspected the rats in 
the police property room were 
currently enjoying. 

Johnson and others repeatedly 
emphasized that San Francisco 
city police were not involved in 
the actions. Moore reassured the 
crowd with a statement she would 
repeat several times over the next 
days, saying, “Don’t worry... every¬ 
thing is going to be all right.” 

Word of the raids spread 
rapidly among the CBC’s large 
network, and a noontime rally on 
Monday at the State Building 
drew a crowd of hundreds. 

A hearing about the raids was 
held at the Superior Court on Fol¬ 
som Street that afternoon, 
presided over by Judge William 
Cahill. At 3:30 p.m., CBC attorney 
Jay David Nick read a statement 
confirming that Cahill had issued 
a restraining order demanding 
that the CBC stop operating in 
the city and county of San Fran¬

cisco under the threat of con¬ 
tempt of court if any attempt is 
made by those named in the affi¬ 
davit (those detained on Sunday 
morning) to appear or operate at 
1444 Market Street. 

Nick stated that the CBC will 
not accept the order, which is “il¬ 
legal and unlawful.” Back in San 
Francisco, Peron said that “while 
this might seem like a dark hour, 
do not think we are defeated - we 
will fight back! 

“[Officials] won’t let us oper¬ 
ate at 1444 Market, but that does¬ 
n’t mean we won’t operate.” 

Johnson, who was not among 
those cited in the affidavit, noted 
that “the judge didn’t tell me I 


previous raid in January 1990, in 
which both Peron and West were 
arrested. 

“What is wrong with this 
country that feels it has to jail sick 
and dying people, and has to use 
sick people in the never-ending, 
futile war on drugs?” asked Peron. 
“Dan Lungren’s cheap trick to in¬ 
terfere with Proposition 215 is 
more at home in Argentina than 
in San Francisco.” 

Proposition 215 is the medical 
marijuana initiative on the No¬ 
vember ballot; Peron and the CBC 
led the drive to collect the more 
than 700,000 signatures needed to 
put the proposition on the ballot. 
A similar measure, Proposition P,

couldn’t sell marijuana,” and said 
he was willing to go to jail. 

Harassing the sick 

The actions against the CBC 
brought out people in larger 
numbers than have been seen in 
the past few years, including the 
gathering after the Supreme 
Court struck down Colorado’s 
Amendment 2. The issue of med¬ 
ical marijuana strikes a chord 
with people across the political 
spectrum. One supporter asked, 
“Why are they harassing sick peo¬ 
ple?” Another wondered, “Why 
not go after crack houses in¬ 
stead?” Others decry the waste of 
taxpayers’ money on legal action 
against marijuana users, and con¬ 
demn Lungren’s defiance of the 
wishes of San Francisco citizens 
and local government officials. 

A support rally Monday 
evening drew 1,000 people, who 
marched with candles from the 
Castro down Market Street and 
Van Ness to the State Building. 

Peron addressed the crowd be¬ 
fore the march and again at the 
State Building, declaring, “I’ve 
sold a lot of marijuana in San 
Francisco, and I’m very proud of 
it.” He recalled his work with Har¬ 
vey Milk, and the many marches 
that have traversed this route. He 
remembered his late lover 
Jonathan West, a PWA in whose 
memory Peron founded the CBC. 

Peron’s home was subject to a 


was previously passed in San 
Francisco with 80% of the vote. 
Medical marijuana bills have been 
passed twice by the state legisla¬ 
ture, but have been vetoed by 
Governor Pete Wilson. 

Lungren, a potential vice pres¬ 
idential candidate, is leading the 
opposition against Proposition 
215, and has also recently threat¬ 
ened to shut down needle ex¬ 
change programs. The actions 
against the CBC appear to have 
strengthened the resolve of club 
members and supporters, who 
have vowed to redouble their ef¬ 
forts to pass Proposition 215 this 
fall. 

Peron concluded by saying, 
“It’s not over until it’s over, and 
for us it’s never over.” He urged 
people to come to the CBC on 
Wednesday, which will continue 
to serve as Proposition 215 head¬ 
quarters. 

CBC staff member Gilbert 
Baker declared that Lungren is 
“stepping in the middle of Propo¬ 
sition 215 and trying to stop the 
democratic process - that’s what 
this is all about.” He called the 
CBC raids “the sleaziest, and I 
dare say the clumsiest, attempt to 
grab headlines. But these head¬ 
lines are written in blood. 

“This is a war against people 
with AIDS, cancer, glaucoma, and 
multiple sclerosis. It’s not about 
the CBC or about marijuana - it’s 
about politics.” ▼ 
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Public figures condemn the CBC raid

ity officials spoke out Mon- 
\' day, August 5 against the 
state Department of Nar¬ 
cotic Enforcement’s raid on the 
Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC), 
with the Board of Supervisors 
calling for a hearing on the issue 
and District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan saying his department 
was not informed of the action. 

At a news conference Monday, 
Hallinan said he was “very dis¬ 
turbed” that a state agency would 
come into San Francisco without 
informing his office. The Bureau 
of Narcotic Enforcement is under 
the jurisdiction of state Attorney 
General Dan Lungren. 

The district attorney, the top 
law enforcement officer in San 
Francisco, reiterated that his office 
will continue its policy of not pros¬ 
ecuting medical marijuana cases. 

“That is the policy and I do 
not intend to change that,” Halli¬ 
nan said. 

Hallinan said he urged CBC 
founder Dennis Peron at a June 
meeting to tighten up procedures 
at the club, which sells marijuana 
for medicinal purposes to people 
who have AIDS, glaucoma, mus¬ 
cular dystrophy, cancer, and other 
life-threatening diseases. 

“I did advise Mr. Peron that he’s 
sort of a lightening rod,” Hallinan 
said. “I do believe the club is run by 
people trying to get marijuana to 
people who are suffering.” 

Added Hallinan, “I did make it 
clear to Mr. Peron and Ms. Moore 
[CBC director Beth Moore] they 


should not take it [marijuana] out 
and sell, particularly to children. 

“I do know they’ve adopted 
rules. They told me they posted 
rules such as no children, and no 
guests,” Hallinan said of opera¬ 
tions at the CBC. However, he 
added, “No matter how tight it is, 
somebody can cheat on it.” 

Hallinan also said that if mar¬ 
ijuana was being bought at the 
club and resold on the street and 
someone was arrested, his office 
would prosecute. 

He said he has seen no cases of 
that nature come before his office. 

'Abuse of power’ 

In Sacramento, Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden blasted 
the attorney general’s office for 
raiding the club. 

“This is a blatant abuse of 
power by the state, placing politics 
ahead of people,” Migden stated. 
“People with AIDS, cancer, and 
glaucoma are being denied treat¬ 


ments which reduce their pain 
and suffering as a result of this 
unprincipled action.” 

Community organizations 
such as the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation have also issued state¬ 
ments condemning the Sunday 
morning raid on the CBC. , 

“The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation is concerned that the 
... raid on the Cannabis Buyers 
Club in San Francisco may elimi¬ 
nate a point of access for people 
with HIV/AIDS with a valid med¬ 
ical reason for marijuana use,” the 
organization said in a written 
statement. 

Rector Robert Warren Cromey 
of Trinity Episcopal Church in 
San Francisco also spoke out 
against the raid. 

“A part-time member of my 
staff has AIDS. One of the things 
that enables him to keep working 
is his membership in the Cannabis 
Club,” Cromey said. “State agents 
have closed the club down. My

staff member can certainly buy 
what he wants on the street. He 
will miss the community and fel¬ 
lowship of being with fellow AIDS 
patients finding short-term relief 
from their distress.” 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
joined by fellow supervisors 
Susan Leal and Sue Bierman, 
called for a hearing into the raid. 
The hearing has been scheduled 
for Thursday, August 15. 

Mayor Willie Brown, while not 
responding to the raid on the 
Buyers club specifically, did say he 


supports Proposition 215, the 
medical marijuana initiative that 
will be on the November 5 ballot 
in California. 

The Californians for Compas¬ 
sionate Use campaign in support 
of Proposition 215 is run out of 
the same office as the CBC, at 
1444 Market Street. 

The mayor also said it’s more 
important to focus on “crack deal¬ 
ers on the corner than a few peo¬ 
ple getting a marijuana joint to 
ease their pain,” according to his 
press secretary Kandace Bender. ▼

Town hall meetings, news¬ 
paper advertisements, 
phone and fax zaps, 
and demonstrations 
all helped keep the 
spotlight on the issues 
for PWAs with Kaiser. 

Perhaps most instrumen¬ 
tal of all was the work of 
Supervisor Tom Am¬ 
miano, who held 
hearings and intro¬ 
duced a resolution 
telling Kaiser that their 
contract, as the largest provider of 
medical care to city employees, re¬ 
quired them to provide the best 
possible care.

Kaiser has added Recombinant 
Human Growth Hormone to its 
list of covered therapies for AIDS- 
associated wasting syndrome. It is 
currently available to eligible pa¬ 
tients. Kaiser patients now have all 
available therapies for wasting as 
part of their coverage as a member.

Patients have demanded these 
things for years. “While we con¬ 
tinue to want most of our physi¬ 
cians to be well trained in HIV, 
the reality is that a core group are 
the experts,” commented Kaiser 
HIV Medical Director Dr. 
Michael Pawlik. “We will organize 
ourselves into a subspecialty clin¬ 
ic ... and will be able to permeate 
the latest in clinical practices 
through the Medical Center.” 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has 
pushed for seven years for pa¬ 
tients to have specialists, a central 
place to go to address HIV con¬ 
cerns and have a mechanism to 
switch doctors quickly if they 
choose.

“It is clear to us that 
we would have been unable to do 
this without his hard work. We 
wish to publicly thank him for 


standing up for the needs of 
PWAs. 

“We will continue to work with 
the supervisor’s office to improve 
many more areas at Kaiser, includ¬ 
ing making Kaiser’s Research Unit 
more responsive to PWAs; better 
care for all HIV-associated illness¬ 
es; improving HIV prevention and 
care for women and children; as 
well as addressing the inadequate 
grievance procedures currently in 
place,” he continued. 

“ACT UP/Golden Gate recog¬ 
nizes these victories in the context 
of dominoes beginning to fall, of 
which Kaiser is only the first of 
many HMOs and reimbursers 
who we intend to challenge on all 
these issues and more,” stated 
Steve Johnson of ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate. “We are approaching 13 
other reimbursers to respond re¬ 
garding their level of care for their 
HIV/AIDS patients.” 

ACT UP/Golden Gate is de¬ 
manding written responses from 
all the CEOs and presidents of 
these multi-million dollar corpo¬ 
rations, dubbed the “13 MOST 
WANTED,” by next Friday, August 
16. They are asked to address all 
the issues raised above, as well as 
any other areas they might like to 
expand upon. 

Otherwise, they are aware, 
ACT UP/Golden Gate may be 
forced to move onto the next level 
of communication, as was done at 
Kaiser Permanente on World 
AIDS Day.

UCSF, SFGH named 
best for AIDS care in US

T he UC San Francisco Med¬ 
ical Center ranks as the 
country’s best center for 
AIDS care, according to a new 
survey conducted by U.S. News & 
World Report The UCSF-affiliat- 
ed San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal was also among the ten best, 
and Stanford University Hospital 
among the top 16 American hos¬ 
pitals overall. 

A total of 1,961 hospitals were 
evaluated in the survey, conduct¬ 
ed in conjunction with the Na¬ 
tional Opinion Research Center at 
the University of Chicago. Results 
of the survey of “America’s Best 
Hospitals” appear in the August 
12 issue of the magazine. 

The survey cites UCSF as one 
of the top ten hospitals in AIDS, 
cancer, cardiology, endocrinology, 


gastroenterology, neurology, and 
ophthalmology. UCSF also ranks 
among the hospitals listed as the 
best in the nation in geriatrics, gy¬ 
necology, orthopedic care, oto¬ 
laryngology, pediatrics, rheuma¬ 
tology, and urology. 

UCSF-affiliated San Francisco 
General Hospital is ranked as the 
best hospital in the nation for 
AIDS care. SFGH also entered the 
rankings this year in gynecologi¬ 
cal care, listed as 41st. 

This is the seventh time U.S. 
News has compiled a list of 
“America’s Best Hospitals.” In 
1990, the first rankings were based 
solely on reputation and covered 
12 specialties. Four specialties 
have been added since that time, 
and reputation now counts for 
just one third of a hospital’s score. 

The other two thirds of the 
score is based on death-rate sta¬ 
tistics aqd a collection of mea¬ 


sures, specific to each specialty, 
that physicians and social science 
researchers believe reflects quali¬ 
ty of care. 

The UCSF Medical Center 
ranks seventh overall on the 
“honor roll” of the nation’s lead¬ 
ing hospitals; Stanford University 
Hospital ranks 16th. Only two 
other West Coast hospitals were 
listed on the honor roll: UCLA 
Medical Center in Los Angeles 
and the University of Washington 
Medical Center, Seattle. T

T.J. Anthony 
dies at 37

> ay social justice activist and 
political consultant T.J. An¬ 
thony died peacefully at 
home on August 2 after a long ill¬ 
ness. He was 37. 

Michigan-born Anthony sur¬ 
vived a traumatic childhood that 
included life in more than a dozen 
foster homes before serving as an 
aide to two San Francisco Super¬ 
visors and as advisor and friend to 
scores of local community lead¬ 
ers, political figures, and activists. 

Anthony served most recently 
as an aide to Supervisor Barbara 
Kaufman, whose campaign he 
managed in 1992. 

During his tenure with Kauf¬ 
man, Anthony helped create the 
city’s Human Resources Depart¬ 
ment, but is best known for his 
role in developing the revised San 
Francisco City Charter, approved 
by voters last year. 

Anthony was presented with a 
leather-bound volume of the 
Charter by San Francisco Plan¬ 
ning and Urban Research shortly 
before his death, and was recog¬ 
nized with a proclamation in July 
by Mayor Willie Brown for his 
monumental contribution to the 
charter reform effort. 

“I loved T.J.,” Kaufman told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “This has been 
like losing one of my kids. He 
wasn’t just my aide, he was a good 
friend. His death leaves a tremen¬ 


dous void.” 

During his tenure as an aide to 
former Supervisor Richard 
Hongisto, Anthony was instru¬ 
mental in developing the city’s cat¬ 
astrophic leave policy, needle ex¬ 
change policies, and the city policy 
of reunification of foster children 
with their birth families. He also 
authored Proposition X, a voter- 
approved initiative that banned 
city officeholders from having 
slush funds in “Friends Accounts.” 

“While a public policy analyst 
and legislative aide, T.J.’s true pas¬ 
sion lay in realizing his core beliefs 
through political activism,” said 
longtime friend and colleague Tab 
Buckner. 

“This & like losing a brother,” 
said long-time friend, attorney 
Kay Tsenin. “T.J. was the consum¬ 
mate feminist, and his friends will 
always carry him in our hearts.” 

Anthony helped organize the 
nation’s first men’s march for 
choice, was a past president of his 
union local, past president of the 
Judicial Project, and a member of 
the executive board of the Cali¬ 
fornia Democratic Party. A con¬ 
vert to Judaism, Anthony was also 
on the governing board of the 
American Jewish Congress. 

A memorial service celebrat¬ 
ing Anthony’s life and accom¬ 
plishments will be held at 2 p.m. 
Sunday, August 11 at The Con¬ 
gregation Sherith Israel, located 
at 2266 California Street in San 
Francisco. T

moved to Boston, and eventually emi¬ 
grated to San Francisco, where he lived 
primarily since 1977. 


An activist in many causes during 
the past 20 years, Peter formed a dissi¬ 
dent gay caucus outside the SF Restau¬ 
rant Workers’ Union and in the ’80s co¬ 
founded the Lesbian/Gay Labor Net¬ 
work in New York City. 

Peter worked for years as a chef in 
numerous hotel kitchens and restau¬ 
rants, concluding his working life with 
Petey Pie Catering. Many still long for 
those ginger biscuits that were part of 
his catering repertoire. 

In 1995, Peter published his “teeny- 
weenie chapbook” of poems, Slow for a 
Mania, Fast for a Waltz. In June of that 
year, he moved to Maitri Hospice, where 
he spent the last year of his life delight¬ 
ing and infuriating everyone within his 
orbit. 

Peter is survived by friends, family, 
his book and his activism.

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Gentlemen’s Agreement wraps 
up with final meeting Monday

T he third meeting of the 
“Gentlemen’s Agreement” 
series for HIV-positive and 
HIV-negative men will be held 
Monday, August 12, when both 
groups will get together in an ef¬ 
fort to bridge the gap in the gay 
and bisexual community. 

The forum is being hosted by 
Invention, a primary prevention 
project working with HIV-nega¬ 
tive men, and the People With 
AIDS Coalition (PWAC). 

Two meetings were held last 


month. The first was a forum for 
HIV-negative men and the second 
was for HIV-positive men. Joseph 
Brewer, Ph.D., a psychotherapist 
and director of Invention, said the 
meetings were well-attended. 

“There were over 100 at the 
HIV-negative meeting and about 
50 at the HIV-positive meeting,” 
Brewer told the B.A.R. 

Perhaps not surprisingly, both 
groups feel they’re not under¬ 
stood by the other, and each 
group had questions about who - 
in a sexual encounter between a 
HIV-positive and a HIV-negative 
man - had the responsibility for 


disclosure, Brewer said. 

Those attending the HIV-neg¬ 
ative meeting kept returning to 
loss and grief issues, as well as ex¬ 
haustion at caring for and losing 
so many friends, Brewer noted. 
Additionally, HIV-negative men 
expressed feelings of loneliness, 
made worse by a perceived lack of 
support. 

In contrast, Brewer explained, 
HIV-positive men returned fre¬ 
quently to issues of disclosure, 
both with friends and family 
members, as well as with HIV¬ 
negative sex partners and dating. 

“The positive men expressed a 


need for learning ways to talk and 
disclose, as did the negative men 
the week before,” Brewer said. 

Commented one HIV-positive 
man, “We have got to disclose our 
status or we are enabling a nega¬ 
tive man to seroconvert.” 

HIV-positive men also cited 
feelings of shame and of being 
anxious about being seen as dis¬ 
eased. 

“HIV-negative men spoke of 
feeling ‘uptight’ about sex with a 
positive man, or that safe sex with 
a boyfriend felt ‘weird and lab¬ 
like’,” Brewer said, adding, “It’s 
clear that most gay men hate to 


talk about positive-negative is¬ 
sues, and hate it most in sexual or 
romantic situations.” 

One HIV-negative man noted 
he’s a person “living with AIDS, 
but I don’t have the virus. The 
pressure in my life from the epi¬ 
demic doesn’t let up.” ▼

tants to focus on those most dan¬ 
gerous to human health, and calls 
for the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) to establish tougher 
standards to fight Cryptosporidium 
and other contaminants. 

“Crypto” is the waterborne 
parasite that struck Milwaukee in 
April 1993. It sickened over 
400,000 people, sent 4,500 to the 
hospital, and killed 110, most of 
whom were HIV-positive. 

The bill contains a “right to 
know” provision that, for the first 
time, requires local water authori¬ 
ties to tell the public what poten¬ 
tial health risks are in their water 
supply. They must quickly notify 
the public whenever dangerous 


levels of those substances appear. 

To help upgrade water systems, 
the bill creates a revolving loan 
fund of up to $1 billion a year for 
seven years, which can be tapped 
by the states. 

Mike Shriver, public policy di¬ 
rector for the National Association 
of People With AIDS (NAPWA), 
called the bill “a good step for¬ 
ward, but it doesn’t go far 
enough.” One of his concerns is 
that Congress did not meet an Au¬ 
gust 1 deadline to assure that $725 
million continue to be made avail¬ 
able for upgrading water systems. 
However, he believes that is more a 
technical matter that will be cor¬ 
rected when Congress returns in 
September. 

President Clinton signed the 
bill at a Tuesday, August 6 ceremo¬ 
ny. V

finition adopted by others.” Ari¬ 
zona recently passed a law pro¬ 
moted by Christian conservatives 
that defines marriage as between 
one man and one woman. 

He criticized those “who have 
decided that their disagreement 
with this particular vote warrants 
their making public information 
about my private life— informa¬ 
tion they may have heard second- 
or third-hand about my sexual 
orientation. 

“That I am a gay person has 
never affected the way that I leg¬ 
islate,” the statement continued. 
“The fact that I am gay has never, 
nor will it ever, change my com¬ 
mitment to represent all of the 
people of Arizona’s Fifth District.” 

Kolbe’s statements asserting 
his privacy and decrying pressure 
from activists reflect both person¬ 
al beliefs and sound politics. It 
helps downplay the perceptions of 
being seen as a “gay activist” by 
voters. But in fact the “outing” 
seems to have provided the op¬ 
portunity he was looking for to 
make the statement. For the past 
three or four months he had dis¬ 
cussed how to publicly break that 
news, with newly-openly gay 
Congressman Steve Gunderson 
(R-Wisconsin) and his life partner 
Rob Morris. 

“Jim wanted to come out,” says 
Morris. “He just couldn’t possibly 
fathom what would be the right 
way to do it. For anybody doing 
this on such a public scale it is al¬ 
ways a difficult leap.” 

‘Right to privacy?’ 

Arizona Republicans rallied 
behind Kolbe. Senator John Mc¬ 
Cain, mentioned as a possible vice 
presidential running mate with 
Bob Dole, issued a strong person¬ 
al statement of support. He called 
the Representative’s legislative 
record “genuinely exceptional.” 
The people of the 5th District 
“could have no more able and de¬ 
cent advocate than Jim Kolbe. 

“Jim, although he is a public 
servant, retains the right to some 
privacy in his personal life. Jim 
deserves, and I hope he will re¬ 
ceive from all of us, the same 
courtesy and decency with which 
he has always treated us.” 

Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC) political director Daniel 
Zingale said they “applaud his ac¬ 
tion and look forward to continu¬ 
ing to work with him on issues of 
mutual concern.” It rated Kolbe’s 
votes as a 43 in 1993 and a 60 in 
1994, the last years for which they 
rated Congressmen. The Christ¬ 
ian Coalition’s rating for Kolbe 
was, however, higher: 86 percent. 

“The most effective way to ed¬ 
ucate Republican members of 
CorigTess is to have effective, in¬ 
telligent, and respected colleagues 
who are openly gay,” said David 


Greer, spokesman for Log Cabin 
Republicans. “We are sure that by 
his very presence on the Hill, Jim 
Kolbe will continue to dispel 
myths and stereotypes.” 

Log Cabin rated him at 92 for 
the 1995 session of Congress. It 
cited his cosponsorship of the 
Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act, the Ryan White CARE 
Act, and support of AIDS fund¬ 
ing. 

David Blais, administrative di¬ 
rector of the Arizona Human 
Rights Fund, was “really pleased 
that Kolbe has taken this step in 
the coming out process.” He real¬ 
izes that “some people are going 
to give Kolbe a lot of flack if he 
doesn’t vote 100 percent on our 
issues.” He didn’t think that com¬ 
ing out would significantly affect 
Kolbe’s reelection. 

Gay caucus time? 

The queen of political outing, 
Michael Petrelis, was stunned. 
“Oh my god,” he said, “I think this 
is great.” He wasted no time offer¬ 
ing a further suggestion: “I think 
it is time to form a Congressional 
gay and lesbian caucus.” 

But he raised a question: “Just 
a few weeks ago he was voting the 
wrong way (on DoMA). What’s 
the process now, do we forgive 
him? Because Kolbe becomes an 
instant gay leader.” The congress¬ 
man may dispute both that char¬ 
acterization and any need for for¬ 
giveness. 

Kolbe, 54, graduated from 
Northwestern University and 
holds an MBA from Stanford. He 
was first elected to the Arizona 
state senate in 1976. He lost his 
first race in 1982 for the U.S. 
House of Representatives district, 
which encompasses most of Tuc¬ 
son and southern Arizona. But he 
came back to win in 1984 by 6,204 
votes and has won reelection five 
times, often by margins of 2 to 1 
or more. 

He is one of the more senior 
members of the Appropriations 
and Budget committees, and has 
made free trade and local envi¬ 
ronmental issues the focus of his 
work. His record is that of a Re¬ 
publican moderate who embraces 
the “big tent” concept of the party. 

Despite strong popularity 
among his colleagues and the vot¬ 
ers, Kolbe passed up opportuni¬ 
ties to run for open seats for Gov¬ 
ernor in 1990 and for Senator in 
1994. He also lost a 1994 bid for a 
House leadership position, the 
Republican Conference, to a more 
conservative member. Some have 
speculated that his being gay and 
closeted were factors in those de¬ 
cisions. 

The rumor mill continues to 
churn about another Republican 
Congressman coming out back in 
his home district during the Au¬ 
gust recess. If that happens it will 
raise the gay caucus to five - two 
Democrats and three Republi¬ 
cans. ▼

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Pittman retrospective is 
an orgy of glorious desserts 

Hope and glamour 

by Glen Helfand 

H s I wandered recently through painter Lari Pittman’s almost overwhelming mid¬ 
career retrospective at the Los Angeles County Museum of Art, I overheard a 
young Latino guard engaging in some surprisingly revealing art talk with a cou¬ 
ple of foxy high school girls. “You know, I really like these, except there are too 
many penises in them,” he pondered. “But the artist is gay, so I guess it’s cool.” 

Overhearing this bit of commentary made me realize that Pittman, a 44-year-old 
Los Angeles-based painter who traffics in totally queer territory, has appeal beyond a 
gay audience. Pittman’s large-scale canvasses are extra-rich affairs bursting with lurid 
color, androgynes, campy wallpaper patterns, male couples, evacuating assholes, glit¬ 
ter-encrusted Jockey shorts, delicately dismembered penises and a recurring, yin/yang¬ 
like imprint of the number “69.” To call his vision “fruity” would be absolutely ap¬ 
propriate, even encouraged. It’s a term Pittman himself has used to describe his work. 

While the artist’s work would seem to fit into a marginal category, in this touring 
museum show, Pittman gets some art world respect. He comes across as a hard-work¬ 
ing, sometimes dazzling painter with a vivid imagination.

This brief bit 
has a nervous, frantic energy and slapstick style that is typical of the pro¬ 
duction, as if the group is working extra hard to connect with and please the 
audience, even when the material isn’t always up to snuff. 

This Side of Butch is an intermittently funny multimedia, multi-gendered se¬

The question is pertinent con¬ 
sidering that Peter Lefcourt’s 
The Dreyfus Affair, a celebrated 
novel about a gay professional 
baseball player who falls in love 
with a teammate, has yet to make 
it to the screen, despite the efforts 
of megastars Barbra Streisand, 
Jodie Foster, singer Garth 
Brooks (yes, it’s true) and others. 

Disney 5 s Touchstone Pictures, 
which has twice attempted to de¬ 
velop The Dreyfus Affair only to 
reject it twice, told EW that its de¬ 
cision to nix the project once and 
for all “isn’t political.” But with 
other gay-themed projects taking 
off — namely The Normal Heart, 
thanks mostly to Richard Drey- 
fuss’ interest in starring — 
Touchstone’s lack of follow- 
through seems dubious. EW sug¬ 
gests Touchstone’s reticence is 
telling of a new trend in Hol¬ 
lywood, in which queer- 
themed flicks are being pur¬ 
sued with unprecedented 
zeal but rejected if

Compas¬ 
sion, which will star Seinfeld’s 
Jason Alexander, who took over 
when nervous nell Nathan Lane 
dropped out; Angels in America, 
now under the direction of P.J. 
Hogan (Muriel’s Wedding), not 
Robert Altman; Paramount’s In 
& Out, starring Kevin Kline, 
about an actor who outs a small¬ 
town teacher in his Oscar accep¬ 
tance speech; and, finally, The 
Mayor of Castro Street, the forev¬ 
er-in-limbo biopic on Harvey 
Milk, which, this summer, fell 
back into the hands of director 
Gus van Sant.

lesbian enclave. To this end, the 
“three wacky gals” rework a wide 
range of cultural references — TV 
commercials (“Lesbian Foods In¬ 
ternational”), Broadway shows, 
the inner child, movies, and the 
British royal family. 

Psychotherapy and 12-step 
programs get trounced in several 
sketches, most successfully in 
“The 50-minute Hour” (nice 
title), in which “Donna” (Carmo- 
ny) expresses her psychological 
torment by doing gymnastic con¬ 
tortions around her chair. “Dr. 
Rita James” (Butterfield) has 
some clever lines here, especially 
when her space is being invaded 
and she screams, “Boundaries, 
Donna!” Less interesting is the 
bald 12-step satire “Adult Chil¬ 
dren of Royalty,” in which the ac¬ 
tors’ sometimes declamatory style 
proves more grating than amus¬ 
ing. 

Live numbers are mixed with 
videos, sometimes to startling ef¬ 
fect. “Cindy Crawfish” (Boyd) 
guest-hosts an MTV-style fashion 
show that features “daily affirma¬ 
tions underwear” and “the inner- 
child playsuit.” Boyd’s extremely 
malleable face (she narrates the 
live fashion show from a huge 
video screen) and husky voice 
bring the models — Carmony’s 
“Margaret the Management Exec¬ 
utive” is one — vividly to life. The 
navel-gazing attitudes of the New 
Age are again targeted, as Cindy 
sweetly says, “Proudly express 
your personal boundaries ... I’m 
here... accept me,” which is quick¬ 
ly followed up by the vicious, “but 
stay outta my space!” 

Some targets are already so 
kitschy and self-conscious that it 
may be impossible to send them 
up. That’s the case with The Love 
Connection, an overlong, too ob¬ 
vious dyke recasting of the TV 
show from the 70s. The sketch is 
redeemed only by Boyd’s wonder¬ 
fully mindless impersonation of 
Martina Navratilova, one of Love 
Connections guests. 


Endearing energy. 


‘West Dyke Story’ 

Substituting “gay” or “dyke” 
for similar-sounding words in the 
lyrics of mainstream tunes is an 
old gay game most of us have 
played, and the Butch gals base 
several numbers on the idea. We 
get pop standards (“Gay by 
Day”), hymns (“Glory, Glory Hal¬ 
lelujah, yeah, we’re gay, what’s it 
to ya?”), and virtually the entire 
libretto of West Side Story. 
Leonard Bernstein’s famous mu¬ 
sical becomes the show’s longest, 
most ambitious sequence, West 
Dyke Story, with all the songs suit¬ 
ably transformed. Most inspired 
is “Tonight,” which becomes “This 
Dyke,” sung with surprising beau¬ 
ty by the butch Boyd, who gets the 
best line redo: “Each day the min¬ 
utes seem like hours, the hours go 
so slowly,” which becomes “I like 


the big muscles and you’ve got 
’em. I’ll finally be a bottom.” The 
line is punctuated by Boyd bend¬ 
ing over and sticking out her ass. 

Where This Side of Butch 
works, it’s because of the endear¬ 
ing energy of its stars — especial¬ 
ly Boyd — rather than the script, 
which often misfires. Some judi¬ 
cious pruning (and please, get rid 
of the video display that shows 
the tracking icon, play, and stop 
functions onstage; it compromis¬ 
es the verisimilitude) and beefing 
up of the stronger routines could 
make this a first-rate show. T

LIFE IS HARSH. YOUR THEATRE SHOULDN'T BE.

S artre must have been think¬ 
ing of film festivals when he 
said, “Hell is other people.” 
The manic crowds, overwrought 
filmmakers, and frenzied p.r. 
types all contribute to an experi¬ 
ence that, while not exactly 
Boschian, has a touch of night¬ 
mare about it. KQED, rightly crit¬ 
icized lately for its middlebrow 
programming, offers a refreshing 
alternative: a film fest in your liv¬ 
ing room. Beginning August 9, 
and continuing over consecutive 
Friday nights, The Living Room 
Festival will offer a wide range of 
short films (55 in all) categorized 
and combined into one-hour 
shows. Best of all, you can turn it 
off whenever you please. 

As with most such events in 
the Bay Area, this one has a signif¬ 
icant gay component, but the re¬ 
sults are mixed. The “Poetry Film 
Workshop” hour (August 23) fea¬ 
tures two well-known local gay 
filmmakers, the infamous George 
Kuchar and poet James 
Broughton. Wild Night in El Reno 
is one of Kuchar’s lesser works, a 
paean to the natural landscape 
outside a small town in Okla¬ 
homa. More remarkable — in fact 
it’s one of the best films in the fes¬ 
tival, gay or straight — is 
Broughton’s The Water Cycle, a 
Whitmanesque celebration of na¬ 
ture and sensuality read over the 
film by the director himself. 

Moving down a few genera¬ 
tions from these dowagers, we 
have Nisha Ganatra’s Junky Punky 
Girls (September 6), a mildly 
amusing take on cross-cultural 
tensions, with a young Indian 
woman quarreling with her whin¬ 
ing mother over how to pierce her 
nose, and finding solace in her 
dyke pals. Trac Vu’s The First Year 
(September 27) covers similar ter¬ 
ritory, detailing with shaky cam¬ 
era and verite lighting the direc¬ 
tor’s adjustment to moving from 
Vietnam to the U.S., where he dis¬ 
covers John Rechy and teenage 
lust at the local K-Mart. Lisa 
Hayes’ satirical Dike (August 30) 
also has its share of teenage lust, 
but the lead character is thwarted 
by torrents of sweat from her 
armpits that even sponges and 
maxipads can’t staunch. 
Annabelle Murphy’s Margaret 
Star (September 20) shows the 
wrestling ring as an unexpected 
transformative space for frustrat¬ 
ed dykes. 

Actions Speak Louder Than 
Words (September 13) is a crash 
course in the loves of British gay 
people who are also deaf. Richard 
Kwietniowski’s charming subjects 
find unexpected links between the 
two, with one crucial difference. 
As one woman says, “The deaf 
can’t hide — they’re OUT!” 

The homo highlight of The 
Living Room Festival is Liza John¬ 
son’s riveting “faux documentary” 
Good Sister/Bad Sister (August 9). 
Courtney Love’s mother worked 
as a therapist for jailed ’60s radical 
(and sometimes lesbian) 
Katharine Anne Powers, and 
Johnson uses this bizarre “trian¬ 
gle” to analyze everything from 
mother-daughter relations to pop 
and New Age culture. This is a

Body and soul 

Nicholas Roeg's Two Deaths 


by Gary Morris 


H | icholas Roeg’s new film 
| I opens with images of dis- 
' & connected body parts — a 

man’s leg washed by an unseen fe¬ 
male attendant, a fish ripped open 
by a cook’s hands. The leg wash¬ 
ing is particularly unsettling, for 
we can’t tell if its owner is dead or 
alive. This sense of the mystery of 
the body runs throughout Two 
Deaths , and seems especially ap¬ 
propriate given the film’s setting 
in Romania, 1989, when the 
Ceaucescu regime was undergo¬ 
ing violent collapse. In the film, 
the body is an increasingly de¬ 
fenseless target, threatened by sol¬ 
diers and police externally, and in¬ 
ternally by its own drive for self- 
destruction. 

On the eve of the revolution, 
four old friends meet at the man¬ 
sion of Dr. Daniel Pavenic 
(Michael Gambon) for their an¬ 
nual reunion. His housekeeper, 
Ana (Sonia Braga), is a puzzling 
fifth presence, moving in and out 
of rooms without speaking, ap¬ 
pearing suddenly from a dark cor¬ 
ner. Pavenic’s friends, like himself, 
are bourgeois professionals, and 
all four men describe in detail 
their tortured relationships with 
women. The kindly Carl (Ion 
Caramitru) is endlessly cuckold¬ 


ed and then deserted by his wife; 
nervous hysteric George (Patrick 
Malahide) seems to be tormented 
by the death of his wife; 
masochistic Marius (Nickolas 
Grace) hires prostitutes to whip 
and piss on him. Pavenic, a ruth¬ 
less womanizer in his youth, has 
the strangest story to tell. Years 
before, he fell desperately in love 
with Ana — “I wanted to devour 
her,” he says. In a series of flash¬ 
backs, we see him stalking her, 
trying to kill her fiance, and, fi¬ 
nally, striking a lethal bargain in 
which she agrees to become his 
housekeeper if he will care for her 
paralyzed fiance. 

Roeg reveals in sickening 
close-up the details of this agree¬ 
ment — Pavenic’s degradation 
and rape of the unwilling Ana, 
her eventual masochistic submis¬ 
sion, their mutual destruction of 
a son (“the fetus,” he calls it). 
Pavenic is a decadent aesthete 
whose desires dominate his life: “I 
want to experience everything 
that people call sexual,” he says. 
“She filled me — she filled my 
brain with her own image. I had 
to drive her out.” He “drives her 
out” by transforming their rela¬ 
tionship into an endless series of 
sadomasochistic rituals. Pressing 
on these disturbing revelations is 
the chaos outside, which moves 
increasingly closer. Pavenic’s cook 


is killed, a young woman whose 
face is ripped open is brought to 
him for help, and Pavenic and his 
guests are assaulted by student- 
soldiers who insist that someone 
is shooting at them from the top 
of his house. 

Two Deaths recalls the dark 
landscapes of Polanski’s Bitter 
Moon and Paul Schrader’s The 
Comfort of Strangers (but without 
Schrader’s Calvinist self- 
loathing). Not surprisingly, Roeg’s 
film brilliantly inhabits the same 
paranoid space as his other films, 
including his 1970 Performance, 
with the addition here of a degree 
of physical gore rarely seen out¬ 
side horror movies. Pavenic’s 
party triggers a successive strip¬ 
ping away of the protections of 
mind and body, as the characters 
are forced to come to grips with 
the unsettling hidden truths of 
their lives. Marius speaks for the 
filmmaker when, justifying his pa¬ 
tronage of a whore who degrades 
him, he says simply, “I know who 
I am.” In Roeg’s view, our desires, 
however perverse or anti-social, 
are the only things that define us, 
and even they don’t last. T

Jack and Joan battle by the Bay 


I n 1952, after nine years, Joan 
Crawford left Warners, where 
she had dethroned Bette 
Davis as Queen of the Lot. De¬ 
claring herself an “independent 
star,” she went to RKO for a 
thriller, Sudden Fear, set and shot 
mostly in San Francisco. It’s clev¬ 
erly plotted, darkly atmospheric, 
and features one of Joan’s most 
intense, operatic performances. 

(For two big scenes, she reverts 
to silent screen technique, rolling 
her eyes and grimacing or trem¬ 
bling in wild-eyed terror.) She 
was rewarded with her third 
(and last) Oscar nomination, 
losing to Shirley Booth in Come 
Back, Little Sheba. 

Oscar-nominated Jack 
Palance co-stars, as does Gloria 
Grahame, that year’s Best Sup¬ 
porting Actress (for The Bad and 
the Beautiful). Her cool femme 
fatale steals this film, too. (Marilyn’s fans won’t 
agree, but I find Grahame the most interesting 
blonde of the fifties.) The movie also received Oscar 
nominations for cinematography and costume de¬ 
sign. It was such a smash that MGM asked Craw¬ 
ford to come back, nine years after dumping her.

M Arts cover 

Pittman’s paintings are all 
about embellishment. He contin¬ 
ually tweaks a pop art approach 
by pulling in an aspect of popular 
culture that 1960s pop artists 
barely mined— the gay realm of 
glitzy interior decoration. In the 
exhibition catalog, whose cover 
features pink and baby-blue pat¬ 
terns, curator Howard Fox refers 
to Pittman’s history of aesthetic 
impulses: As a child the artist 
dressed up dinner plates with his 
mother’s jewelry, and, later, in art 
school, expressed his desire to fuse 
together “surface embellishment 
and meaning.” 

The artist has achieved this 
goal, although meaning lurks be¬ 
neath the almost stifling adorn¬ 
ment. In the epic 1992 painting, 
“A Decorated Chronology of In¬ 
sistence and Resignation #1,” for 
example, even piles of shit are art¬ 
fully bejeweled. Pittman uses this 
strategy to create a visual heat be¬ 
tween opposite impulses: attrac¬ 
tion and repulsion, narrative and 
non-narrative, tight control and 
chaos, high kitsch and high art, 
good and bad taste. While 
Pittman’s work violently repels 
some viewers, the tensions be¬ 
tween these various elements 
often generate fascinating results. 

Pittman also seems to pull in 
lifestyle indicators. In his early, 
more collage-like work, he in¬ 
cludes actual cork board, fabulous 
faux tuck-and-roll wallpaper and 
abstract wooden tchotckes to ap¬ 
proximate something like the colli¬ 
sion of a sofa-sized painting and a 
coffee-tablescape. Pittman’s more 


recent work exudes a highly devel¬ 
oped, two-dimensional visual 
iconography of early 1960s theme 
park architecture, biomorphic ab¬ 
stractions, Victorian silhouettes, 
calligraphic ejaculations, and cred¬ 
it cards. Most of these items are in¬ 
stantly recognizable to patrons of 
upscale retro boutiques. 

Viewing Pittman’s composi¬ 
tions, however, is hardly like a 
breezy shopping experience. His 
work is often overpowering and 
difficult to penetrate. But have pa¬ 
tience. After the wooze settles, 
compositional elements and nar¬ 
rative intentions emerge from 
these dense, carefully plotted 
arrangements. Beneath the or¬ 
nate, confectionery surfaces lie 
slightly soured but still hopeful 
depictions of longing and desire. 

Titles like “This Wholesome¬ 
ness, Beloved and Despised, Con¬ 
tinues Regardless,” bring to mind 
the high melancholy of the best 
Smiths songs. In the aforemen¬ 
tioned painting, Pittman suggests 
an interconnected vision of emo¬ 
tional outpouring. In the left of the 
piece, a phallic lighthouse/apart¬ 
ment building showcases various 
scenarios: men in love, crying chil¬ 
dren, a dead woman, an artist at 
work. In the foreground a larger 
female figure sits in a chair, strik¬ 
ing a melodramatic gesture sug¬ 
gesting grief. Within her dress, 
however, is a large, rather visceral 
depiction of an onion, perhaps the 
less romantic cause of her tears. 

In many works, Pittman im¬ 
bues the i^ea of drop-dead gor¬ 
geousness with literal meaning. 
While AIDS is not a foregrounded 
issue, its specter looms within 
Pittman’s work. There’s a fevered, 
queasy nature to most of 


Pittman’s work that cannot help 
but suggest the current intercon¬ 
nectedness between sex, love and 
death. Many of the paintings in¬ 
clude images of coffins, internal 
organs and other elements remi¬ 
niscent of teardrops, cum splat¬ 
ters, or droplets of blood. In more 
recent works, the Rx pharmacy 
symbol pops up repeatedly. The 
nature of these shapes seems to be 
as much about romantic longing 
and the hope for a panacea as they 
are about physical decay. 

There’s plenty going on in this 
complex artistic universe, and a 
little Pittman goes a long way. In 
the last gallery, a 26-foot-long 
1995 painting titled “Like You” 
audaciously tackles the life-dur- 
ing-wartime nature of current gay 
identity. In this exhibition, one 
that can feel like an orgy of glori¬ 
ous desserts, the piece manages to 
sum up Pittman’s ultimate mes¬ 
sage of glamorous hopefulness. 
Within this panoramic composi¬ 
tion he presents, among other 
things, squirting breasts, prancing 
pixies, looming militaristic heli¬ 
copters with dangling hooks, and 
a textual admission of “an over¬ 
whelming sadness.” But with a 
sense of queer gusto, Pittman of¬ 
fers words to live by painted in a 
Bible-like book: “Go Girl! Grab it 
by the tail!” It’s a sentiment that 
Pittman definitely abides by. T

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Jackie Chan gets a makeover in Supercop 

New and improved

upercop is the second cru¬ 
cial step, after Rumble in the 
•s' Bronx, in the repackaging of 
Asian superstar Jackie Chan for 
American audiences. Earlier at¬ 
tempts to do this date back to the 
’70s, when, in spite of the domes¬ 
tic craze for kung-fu fare, Jackie 
was deemed unmarketable. Now, 
in 1996, his English has improved 
to the point where American au¬ 
diences can understand him, pro¬ 
duction values are better, and, 
most important, there is a sense 
that the current repackages are, 
with a few significant missteps, 
willing to let Jackie be Jackie. 

Formerly released in 1992 as 
Police Story III, Supercop features 
Jackie as “Kevin Chan,” a Hong 
Kong “supercop” who teams up 
with mainlander Director Yang 
(Michelle Khan) to infiltrate and 
bust a gang of heroin smugglers, 
led by the maniacal Chaibat (Ken 
Tsang) and his brother Panther 
(Yuen Wah). After rescuing Pan¬ 
ther from prison, Jackie gains the 
confidence of Chaibat and, along 
with his “sister” Michelle, is made 
part of the gang. In one of the 
film’s best set pieces, Jackie and 
Michelle are caught in the cross¬ 
fire of a drug war in a Thai jungle 
clearing. Typical of Hong Kong 
action films, the rivals are ridicu¬ 
lously overarmed, with everything 
from tanks and helicopters to 
grenades and M-16s. But — also 


typical — in spite of the nonstop 
explosions in this sequence, direc¬ 
tor Stanley Tong manages to iso¬ 
late individual confrontations in 
the midst of chaos. Here, Michelle 
Khan shows herself equal to Jack¬ 
ie, the film’s razor-sharp editing 
highlighting her brilliantly ballet¬ 
ic skill in dispatching her enemies 
and, in a comic mishap, even 
Jackie. 

Jackie and Michelle impress 
Chaibat so much that he enlists 
their help in rescuing his wife 
from a Singapore prison. He’s 
eager to get her out as she holds 
the key to his fortune in a Swiss 
bank. This is complicated by the 
appearance of Jackie’s Hong Kong 
girlfriend May (Maggie Cheung), 
a tour guide who’s staying in the 
same hotel as Jackie but knows 
nothing of his activities. Director 
Tong deftly exploits the humor in 
Jackie’s desperate attempts to keep 
her ignorant of what he’s doing 
without losing her forever. The 
situation is further complicated 
when Chaibat learns who Jackie 
and Michelle really are and kid¬ 
naps May and offers her to Jackie 
in exchange for his wife. 

Spectacular stunts 

The rescue of Chaibat’s wife is 
one of the great passages in Hong 
Kong cinema, an exhilarating res¬ 
olution of all the film’s subplots — 
the destruction of Chaibat and his 
empire, the recapturing of his 
wife, the threat against May and 
her rescue, and the triumph of 


Jackie and Michelle. This sequence 
is punctuated by a dazzling array 
of stunts involving almost every 
known mode of transportation, 
from helicopters, cars and vans to 
motorbikes and trains. Jackie gets 
around by dangling at the bottom 
of a rope ladder hanging from a 
helicopter, whose pilot attempts to 
shake Jackie loose by knocking 
him into buildings and through 
billboards. Jackie’s extraordinary 
aerial stunts are matched by 
Michelle when she guides her mo¬ 
torbike onto the speeding train. 

As in most Hong Kong action 
films, allegiances can shift radical¬ 
ly, and we see this in the fight, on 
top of a train, between Michelle 
and Chaibat’s wife. When the lat¬ 
ter falls between cars and risks 
being crushed, Michelle saves her, 
one of several softening moments 
in this violent and terrifying — 
terrifying because the stunts are 
real — sequence. 

Purists will question the cuts 
and additions made for the Amer¬ 
ican version of Supercop. Dubbing 
is poor, aside from Jackie and 
Michelle, who did their own. A se¬ 
quence establishing the basis for 
Jackie’s assignment, along with 
shots of white women injecting 
heroin, was cut. In this version, 
Jackie and his girlfriend improba¬ 
bly listen to gangsta rap! The 
opening credits are an awkward 
techno-psychedelic melange of 
images, the very antithesis of Jack¬ 
ie Chan’s very human charms. 
And the closing is no better, with

Tom Jones bellowing the ’70s 
kitsch hit“Kung Fu Fighting” over 
the bloopers, and Devo closing 
out the credits. 

Ultimately, these stumbles 
don’t work seriously against the 
charms of Supercop. With the 
film’s apparent success we can per¬ 


haps finally look forward to the 
day when Schwarzenegger, Stal¬ 
lone, and other big-titted, action- 
hero monstrosities are supplanted 
by the thrilling Mr. Chan. ▼

erful dyke, is poisoned. She dies a 
horrible death in front of the 
most prominent queers in San 
Francisco, one of whom must 
have slipped the poison into her 
Gratin Dauphinois.

Wings skewers pretension with 
wickedly deft pen.

She Came by the Book by Mary 
Wings; Berkeley Prime Crime, 
$21.95 

M ary Wings is one of those 
writers I want to like a lot 
more than I do. Her skill 
with words is undeniable, but as a 
mystery writer I think she cheats. 
She leaves out information that 
would enable the reader to per¬ 
haps solve the mystery. I’m not 
objecting to red herrings or mis¬ 
direction. I’m talking about a de¬ 
tective who makes an observation 
but doesn’t tell us what it is. As a 
test, to make sure I wasn’t being 
unfair to Wings, I reread Agatha 
Christie’s A Murder Is Announced. 
You’ll note that I said “reread.” Ac¬ 
tually, I started with the ending, 
where Miss Marple explains it all 
to us. That information fresh in 
my mind, I then read the rest of 
the novel, and what do you know 
— every clue that Miss Marple 
elucidated at the end was includ¬ 
ed in the body of the text. Of 
course, Christie knew how to ob¬ 
fuscate artfully, so that a reader 
would have to exercise great care 
to solve the mystery. But it was 
possible. Not so with Wings. Her 
Emma Victor is a detective who 
keeps her own counsel, even from 
the readers, and I call that unfair. 

Rant concluded, I will say that 
She Came by the Book is a dark 
and sometimes funny look at gay 
and lesbian life in San Francisco. 
At a party celebrating the opening 
of the Howard Blooming Lesbian 
and Gay Memorial Archive, Tracy 
Port, a wildly unpopular but pow-

her earlier science-fiction 
novels, the Isis series, Jean 
Stewart took readers to an ex¬ 
otic future world. In her latest 
novel, Emerald City Blues, Stewart 
travels to an equally unfamiliar 
setting — to the lives of kids on 
the street. This is a harrowing tale 
of young lesbians, girls thrown 
away by their biological families 
and disregarded by their lesbian 
sisters. 

Morgan Flynn is a 17-year-old 
girl who has been abused by her 
violent father. She finds true love 
in the arms of Janet — true love 
that lasts until Janet’s mother 
comes home early one day and 
discovers them in bed. “I’m not 
like you,” says Janet to the stunned 
Morgan. “I’m normal.” After a 
beating from dad that is horribly 
real (as is Morgan’s effort to sur¬ 
vive it), Morgan heads off to Seat¬ 
tle. Within hours of her arrival, 
however, she is robbed and in lots 
of trouble. When she sees another 
street kid, Reb, being beaten by 
thugs, Morgan runs to her aid. A 
partnership based on mutual 
need and mutual distrust forms. 

Stewart does a fine job of ex¬ 


position, as the streetwise Reb ex¬ 
plains life on the avenues of Seat¬ 
tle to the naive and battered Mor¬ 
gan. A parallel plot concerning 
two middle-class lesbians who 
have been burned too often by 
love to trust relationships, gives 
Stewart a chance to explore feel¬ 
ings and fears many of us experi¬ 
ence when we encounter run¬ 
aways. When the parallel plots 
collide, the possibility for change 
emerges. 

Stewart’s writing isn’t as didac¬ 
tic as my plot summary suggests. 
In fact, Emerald City Blues is a 
compelling novel, filled with rich¬ 
ly detailed characters and the grit 
and joy of everyday life. But it’s 
more than well-written fiction. 
Stewart invites her readers to 
think and feel about the young 
lesbians and gay men who popu¬ 
late the margins of our cities, who 
are preyed upon by the system 
and by their fellows on the street. 
In her research for the novel, 
Stewart learned that 40 percent of 
Seattle street youth self-identify as 
gay or lesbian. As one of her char¬ 
acters asks, “What are we in the 
gay community doing about tak¬ 
ing care of our own?” What in¬ 
deed? T

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New books examine Billy Wilder's career and the Legion of Decency 


Wilder times, censorious impulses

Wilder Times: The Life of Billy 
Wilder by Kevin Lally; Henry 
Holt, $30

Church and the Motion Picture 
Industry by Frank Walsh; Yale

illy Wilder, who turned 90 

this past June, had a three- 
% ^ decade run as one of Holly¬ 
wood’s top-drawer talents. He 
broke into the business as a writer 
— an early collaboration was 
Ninotchka, the film in which 
“Garbo laughs” — and later be¬ 
came the cowriter and director of 
The Lost Weekend, Sunset Boule¬ 
vard, Some Like It Hot, and sever¬ 
al other classics. 

Wilder’s willingness to ac¬ 
knowledge life’s grubbier aspects 
in his comedies and dramas 
struck a chord with moviegoers at 
home and abroad. The sugges¬ 
tions of adultery and other sexual 


larceny in Double Indemnity (wife 
seduces a man into her plot to kill 
her husband to collect insurance 
money), Foreign Affair (U.S. Army 
captain shacks up with Nazi mis¬ 
tress), and Irma La Douce 
(Parisian prostitute has affair with 
man and bears his child out of 
wedlock) challenged the more 
idealized portraits of humanity 
usually required during the years 
of movie censorship. 

That Wilder got away with so 
much more than many of his col¬ 
leagues is a tribute to his great wit 
and clever directing style. Ironi¬ 
cally, just as films were beginning 
to loosen up, Wilder misgauged 
the censors and his audience with 
the 1964 Kiss Me, Stupid (all man¬ 
ner of sexual suggestion in a farce 
about an overly jealous man mar¬ 
ried to the town beauty), and his 
career began to decline. 

Beyond some facts about 
Wilder’s life in his native Austria 
and in Germany before his 1934 
departure for America, Wilder 
Times author Kevin Lally doesn’t 
come up with too much about the 


director that hasn’t been present¬ 
ed in previous books, including 
Maurice Zolotow’s Billy Wilder's 
Hollywood and Bernard F. Dick’s 
Billy Wilder. But he does clear up 
some discrepancies in Zolotow’s 
account and, like Dick, wisely 
concentrates on Wilder’s work in¬ 
stead of his private life. 


Lally intercuts Wilder’s 1990s 
reflections with period commen¬ 
tary and quotes. One comes away 
from Wilder Times with a greater 
appreciation of the director’s 
standout hits, and Lally makes a 
strong case for such “overlooked 
gems” as Foreign Affair, the vague¬ 
ly homoerotic The Private Life of

Sherlock Holmes , and the much- 
maligned Kiss Me, Stupid. 

As Frank Walsh points out in 
Sin and Censorship, his study of 
the Catholic Church’s influence 
on American cinema, particularly 
from the 1930s into the 1960s, 
Wilder’s Stupid was among the 
last films whose condemnation by 
the Catholic Legion of Decency 
put a meaningful dent in its box 
office (that and some nasty re¬ 
views in the secular press). 

Even stricter than the movie- 
industry-sponsored Production 
Code Administration (PCA), the 
Legion saw in Stupid not a “pro¬ 
foundly affecting film” (Joan Did- 
ion, writing in Vogue) but rather a 
“patently indecent and immoral” 
one. 

For years Catholics around the 
country had taken, and in large 
numbers obeyed, a yearly pledge 
not to patronize films condemned 
by the church. But the Legion’s in¬ 
fluence waned in the 1950s and 
1960s, the victim of changing na¬ 
tional tastes and the conviction of 
a new generation of Catholics that 
they could view sin in the cinema 
without succumbing to it and that 
they could decide for themselves 
what was a moral film and what 
wasn’t. 

Walsh’s book begins with the 
years leading up to the Catholic 
bishops’ 1934 ultimatum to pro¬ 
ducers to clean up the movies or 
face a boycott and the loss of 
nearly a third of their box-office 
receipts (Catholics made up only 
20 percent of the U.S. population 
but were more avid cinema pa¬ 
trons per capita than other 
groups). 

The Legion’s administrators 
didn’t think of themselves as cen¬ 
sors, but rather as advisors to 
Catholics on which films they 
should avoid. Walsh rightly con¬ 
tends that “the result was a na¬ 
tional classification system that 
affected what all Americans saw 
and didn’t see.” 

In general, since producers 
submitted all scripts to the PCA 
and the dicier ones to the Legion 
(especially when religion or sex 
was involved), finished films in 
general required minimal cuts: “a 
few lines here, a little less cleavage 
there, and a clear sign that the sin¬ 
ner had been punished usually 
satisfied the Legion. The real mea-

Becoming Gay: The Journey to 
Self-Acceptance by Richard A. 
Isay, M.D.; Pantheon books, 
$16.95 

B ecoming Gay: The Journey to 
Self-Acceptance is a kind of 
field guide for a vanishing 
species of white-collar profession¬ 
al, the Freudian psychoanalyst. 
Richard A. Isay, M.D. defers to the 
decrees of his master in all but 
one respect: he rejects Freud’s 
central claim that homosexuality 
is the result of sexual immaturity, 
of arrested development, of a fail¬ 
ure to evolve beyond the infantile 
state of polymorphous perversity 
into the more mature state of 
wedded heterosexual bliss. In all 
other respects, however, Isay is an 
obedient Freudian, and his sole 
objection to the Austrian Profes¬ 
sor’s official creed bears a striking 
resemblance to the qualms of a 
disgruntled Catholic who believes 
in the ordination of women or 
abortion rights all the while sub¬ 
scribing wholeheartedly to the 
pontiff’s equally irrational edicts. 

If Isay’s description of his ex¬ 
periences counseling gay patients 
is any indication, psychoanalysis 
is not therapy but a primitive reli¬ 
gion posing as a science. He offers 
complex explanations for simple 
problems, subjecting dreams in 
particular to a form of Byzantine 


literary criticism. He interprets 
one gay man’s nightmare about 
being trapped in a leaky tunnel as 
an expression of his “fear of loss 
of control of his bladder and bow¬ 
els,” and another patient’s dream 
about a man’s dick as an expres¬ 
sion of his subconscious longing 
for Isay himself, whose first name 
is — the evidence is incontrovert¬ 
ible — Dick. As usual in Freudian 
analysis, every problem is traced 
back to the same origin: Mom 
and Pop and the nasty things that 
happened in the woodshed and 
the terr’ble, terr’ble emotional 
scars inflicted on junior when, 
frightened in the night, he pushed 
open the door of the master bed¬ 
room and saw Daddy hurting 
Mommy while thrashing around 
in flagrante delicto. 

When Isay is not fulfilling his 
major duty as a Freudian, that of 
concocting the improbable fairy 
tales of a filthy-minded allegorist, 
he conscientiously instills in his 
readers uplifting messages about 
the necessity of forming “a posi¬ 
tive sexual identity,” celebrating 
one’s difference from straight so¬ 
ciety, and avoiding “poor self-re¬ 
gard” through “self-esteem en¬ 
hancement.” The book is a com¬ 
pendium of human potential tru¬ 
isms, a sermon in which he 
strokes the egos of men who never 
seem to tire of hearing the same 
affirmations of their normality 
and healthiness whispered in their 
ears like the endearments of a

sure of its power was in the num¬ 
ber of topics and scenes that were 
never filmed.” 

The abandoned subjects in¬ 
cluded such obvious provocations 
as abortion, adultery, homosexu¬ 
ality, and the glorification of 
crime, but also politics — ques¬ 
tioning capitalism, for instance, or 
showing Ireland in a bad light 
(many Catholic bishops and their 
parishioners were first- , second- 
or third-generation Irish). 

Over at the PCA, the head cen¬ 
sor, Catholic layman Joseph Breen, 
had his disagreements with the Le¬ 
gion, but generally saw it as a use¬ 
ful weapon in his own battles with 
producers. Breen had some prior¬ 
ities of his own. He nixed any inti¬ 
mation that childbirth could be 
painful, lest this make impression¬ 
able young women shun mother¬ 
hood. Breen drove Gone With the 
Wind producer David O. Selznick 


nuts over Melanie’s famous birth 
scene, ordering shots of Olivia de 
Havilland gripping a towel and 
writhing in pain eliminated. Even 
perspiration was feared too much 
of a deterrent to maternity (did 
Breen really believe that women 
throughout history had been clue¬ 
less about what giving birth en¬ 
tailed?), though he eventually al¬ 
lowed a few beads of sweat to ap¬ 
pear on Melanie’s brow in silhou¬ 
ette. 

Many ofthe debates over cine¬ 
ma imagery Walsh recounts seem 
positively quaint by today’s stan¬ 
dards, but the author’s delineation 
of the processes of censorship — 
the posturing, the bigotry (the 
anti-Semitism of Breen and even 
some of the bishops is appalling), 
and the dangers of one group de¬ 
ciding for all what is “moral” — is 
more chilling. Hollywood re¬ 
mains an easy target for politi¬ 
cians and religious types anxious 
to rally public support, which 
makes this tale of cinema past em¬ 
inently relevant to the present. ▼

Boosterism is the name of the 
game in New York publishing, 
and Isay is certainly no exception 
among the legions of gay propa¬ 
gandists. An entire industry has 
evolved simply to convey the mes¬ 
sage that homosexuality is good 
and all right, not bad and sick but 
normal and healthy, that you 
should not feel ashamed and that 
you should give yourself a big hug 
and say to yourself every morning 
in the mirror, “I’m glad to be Me.” 
For far too long the book trade 
has provided gay readers with 
nothing more than the literary 
equivalent of a warm glow, a 
soothing linguistic salve for the 
walking wounded. How long be¬ 
fore we grow up and stop basking 
in the insipid, hearthside coziness 
of these comforting bromides? V

Hall of fame 

elebrities come in all shapes and 
I sizes: international (“Robin 

Williams is storytelling in the 
Children’s Room at the library! Oh. 
My. God"), local (“Girl, you know 
her”), even those who are famous for 
being famous, although they may have 
no discernible talent. 

All three varieties are immortalized 
in Celebrity/Self, the Pop portrait 
group exhibition curated by writer 
Glen Helfand and artist Michelle Roll- 
man currently showing at San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Commission Gallery. The 
show is a good touchstone by which to 
consider Just whom society deems 
worthy of celebration. There’s a nod to 
the politicai/civic in Jason Mecier’s ex¬ 
cellent bean-and-noodle mosaic of 
Mayor Willie Brown, but by and large 
these artists are preoccupied with the 
culture’s truly high profiles: the “su¬ 
perstars, superheroes and supermod¬ 
els” who colonize the media through 
fashion rags, comic books, movie 
mags and, especially, TV. Thus we get 
Mecier’s portraits of Melrose Place 
stars, and Isabel Samaras’ TV tray re¬ 
working of The Raft of the Medusa, 
peopled by the cast of “Gilligan’s Is¬ 
land.” Michael Jackson, the true “King 
of Pop,” makes an appearance as 
Napoleon. Media stars are today’s con¬ 
querors. 

Against such fame inflation, Craig 
Goodman’s video “Background” offers 
a trio of the artist’s friends, given the 
soft-focus celebrity treatment. The 
three “nobodies” (including artist 
Scott Hewicker) are shown lip-synch¬ 
ing to a relentlessly insipid pop “tune” 
without lyrics. All two minutes’ worth 
are gorgeously photographed in star¬ 
tling close-up, so that the “song’”s 
utter lack of content is subverted by 
the glam technique. 

For me, the show’s highlight is 
Randy Moore’s untitled series of 
prints, drawings and sculptures, self- 
portraits of the artist as Batman’s side- 
kick Robin. In noir photographs of 
himself posed in Gotham settings, 
Moore explores the homoerotic sub¬ 
text to the Boy Wonder: the bondage, 
the kink, those fruity tights. Moore 
also shows how Robin’s insignia is the 
same as registered trademark: ®. 

Congratulations to celebs Glen, 
Michelle, and Gallery Director Rupert 
Jenkins, who have put the SFAC 
Gallery back on the map. ▼
